The dead flatness of the literary world sug - 
gests this’ question. Our ancestors invented 
the novel in their day, and it made them great. 
Can this age produce nothing of its own—are 
we going to copy forever? Will the nineteeth 
wentury conceive no new form of literary 
effort? The reading public turns to biography 
with a fresh zeal, and history seems to have 
fresh attractions. While the French 
public is being satiated with the 
daily short story, a few brilliant 
Frenchmen have turned in sheer despera- 
tion to write the lives of certain grand dames 
pf the last century. But biography is not 
wholly arelief, nor is history. For some cen- 
turies the world has been looking atitself ina 
giass that fictionists, biographers and histo- 
rians have held up. 
bie world? This long self-contemplation has 
gencrated all sorts of homo-worship, the worst 
of which is the insane idolatry of 
the Comtists, who bow down to 
the great god, humanity. Under the 
Influence of this long _ self-adulation 
such brilliant menas Frederic Harrison have 
been led off into extravagant and dazzling 
ponsense, while the ordinary worshippers have 
falien intoa dull, inane idolitry. This is the 
@xtreme result of forever looking at ourselves. 

In the name of modesty, is not conceit fully 

own,and is not selfishuess large enough? 

ould we not better look at the mountains 
and the clouds awhile? Would we not better 
explore the unknown regions of the sea or 
make researches into the folklore of the 
air? Why not take ok nature as a 
subject for our character drawing? ‘‘Who 
bath entered into the tfeasures of the snow, of 
the hailand of the rain?’’ These things are 
a sealed book to all but the learned few whose 
words are riddles. If the devious ways of the 
human heart are simple enough for popular 
jJiterature, why is not the consistency of nature ? 
Why should the people stand afar off and fear 
to touch the base of the mount? Why should 
allow the Aaronic fictionist to 

up for them a golden calf when 
there are tables of stone above, a pillar of cloud 
by day and a pillar of fire by night? Nature 
isnosphinx. ‘There is no speech, noJanguage 
where her voice is not heard.”’ Consistent as 
truth and finished as perfection, her plot is 
eternal and her story divine. Why, then, 
should not the story-tellers weave romances 
about the life of the mundane mother? Let 
them ask themselves why the lily was not 
iveh in marriage to the rose, or the 
lushing peach to the sturdy apple, though the 
ignobie melons proclaimed free-love and the 
@quash went gaily into the pumpkin’s harem. 

Nature isa great subject. ever the same, 
@ver new. appealing to the simplest and en- 
gaging the great. Why scientific men should 
speak about her in language peculiar 
to themselves it is hard to guess. 
Almost any subject may be make popular if 
the men who write about it have suticient 
mastery totalk simply. Great things are sim- 

le, and the greatness of the popular writer 

sin talking plainly about things that are 
plainly great. The novel at first was cumber . 
some, !ong and involved, often tedious. Now it 
is concise, and no one has patience witha 
waste of words. When those who write about 
mature understand their business they will use 
Bimple speech that will appeal to the way- 
faring yan. Less circnmlocution and more of 
the clear simple language that mirrors nature 
in its pellucid depths as landmarks and deli- 
cate clouds are mirrored in a crystal lake, will 
make nature-writing popular. W.G. C.

Dare Devils of the Mexican Army. 


Yrom Harper's Magazine. 

A very important subdivision of the army is 
the gendarmerie, a force charged with cer- 
tain classes of police duties, of which the 
most responsible is that of keeping the high- 
ways free of robbers. The section ospecially 
employed as a road guard is known as the 
Rurales, and is by all odds-the most pictur- 
esque, and in some respects is the most 
meritorious body of troops in the Mexican 
service. The beginning of this famous 
eorps was in the time of Santa Anna, when 
Ceneral Lagarde organized a troop of 
FTanchmen that was known popularly—be- 
cause of the ranchero dress of leather that its 
members wore—as the Cuerados, On the fall 
of Santa Anna the Cuerados took to the road, 
and were such successful highwaymen that 
they presently were given, because of the lay- 
ish ornamentation of silver upon their leather 

ments, the new nickname of the Plateados. 

© headquarters of the organization were in 
the mountain of the Malinche, near Puebla, 
and its members very diligently worked the 
highway between the capital and' Vera 
Cruz. Nor must these highwaymen be 
classed with ordinary vulgar robbers. The 
conditions of the country at this period were 
euch that hundredsof men had no choice be- 
tween starvation and stealing, and the Platea- 
dos conducted their irregular business ina 
chivalrous fashion, and frequently manifested 
@ generosity in their treatment of the travelers 
who fell into their hands quite worthy ef the 
gallant traditions of Sherwood Forest and of 
the courteous customs of Robin Hood. 

In Comfort’s time the good thought was 
acted upon of turving the Plateados from road 
robbers into road guards, and the rather start- 
ling proposal ‘was found to work out admira- 
bly in practice. The corps was organized, and 
still is maintained—being now about 4,000 
strong—upon a footing unlike that of any 
other section of the army. Each man provides 
hisown horse and equipments, except bis 
arms, and is paid ten reales a day, out of 
which he provides rations for himself and for- 

his horse. The men_ are 

saber, carbine and re- 

wolver. and have a service uniform of 
brown linen blouse and trousers, though this is 
worn less often than the regular ranchero dress 
of jacket and trousers of soft dressed brown 
Jeather. The dress uniform is.the ranchero 
costume glorified -the leather jacket and 
trousers loaded down with silver buttons and 
silver embroi , and the wide felt hat richly 
ver, oreven with gold. The

The horses are by far the finest, °

excepting officers’ mounts, in the service, and 
are so greatly beloved and sv affectionately 
cared for that they seldom get out of condi- 
tion, while on review. they positively shine. 
The men are magnificent fellows, fully look- 
ing the dare-devils that they actually are. 


The Romance of Evolution. 
Maurice Thompson in the Forum. 


In an article entitled the ‘“‘The Domain of 
Romance,” Maurice Thompson says some of 
the best and most original things that have re- 
cently came from the critics. 

Nothing could be more effective than this 
brilliant angwer to W.D. Howells’s pessimistic 
drivel about Scott and the romancers: 

“That criticism goes astray during long 
periods of time, is one of the most prominent 
facts in the history of literature and art. For 
five hundred years Dictys was set above 
Homer. The tradition of Mahlerbe’s alleged 
exaltation of literary art is scarcely extinct 
in France even now. Neither Shakespeare 
nor Moliere found immediate and adequate 
critical recognition. To judge from the cur- 
rent expressions of popular opinion, Raphael 
and Michael ngelo and all the 
rest of the great masters were as noth- 
ing compared with Millet, or, for that 
matter, with Whistler. Vogues engendered 
by accident, and kept in motion by fashion or 
by the whim of an influential clique; often ap- 


pear to be rooted in a mood of civilization, . 


although history and the very nature of man 
make the thing impossible. Artis the flower 
of human life, and, as. in plant life the flower 
is but 9 fine modification of the leaf, the art 
bloom is but the highest manifestation of 
man’s development. No true art is ever a 
graft or a parasite, nor ever a forced growth 
taking color and quality under the touch of 
self-couscious manipulators, who model by 
alien standards of ethical and wsthetical limit- 
ation. The blood is the life. and imagination 
isthe blood of art. In the expression, ‘creative 
art,’’ the adjective is a redundancy, for art is 
creation; the artist isa maker, an inventor. 
Shift formulas as we may, originality of inven- 
tion isthe distinguishing mark of all that is 
best in the works of génius. From schylus 
and Homer down to Scott and Hugo, the 
criterion has been imaginative lift, without 
which no product ofart effort has resisted the 
presistentacid of time. Looking down the 
perspective of past ages, what monuments of 
realism do w6 see standing by the way-side, 
solid, uncorroded, and still appealing success- 
fully tothe human soul? Not one. To the 
genuine artist nature is gut a symbol. The 
Infancy: of graphic art was realism in 
its form, that is, it was 
the crude, outright delineation of natural 
objects; but the drawings were, in the hands 
of untutored genius, an expression of romance. 
Behind the stiff, stolid, sharp-jointed sketches 
staiked the spirits of heroes and demigods. 
The romance of religion, the awful secrets of 
life and death, the possible attainments of the 
human being, and the meaning of the universe 
were more than hintedinthe atmosphere of 
the very earliest art. This has been usedin the 
arguments of the realists to discredit modern 
romance, and to show that idealism is but a 
plaything of the world’s childhood; but it 
must be admitted that children IK® rower 
aud Dante and Milton, Chaucer, Shakespeare, 
Goethe, Scurv, Dickens and Hugo have 
played with the bauble to some purpose, and 
still bave a moderate following, notwithstand- 
ing that the recent ‘analytical school’ of real- 
ists has ordered them to cease their noise, and 
go play inthe back yard, while the world is 
studying ‘Daisy Miller’ or admiring the dreary 
se}f-seduction of ‘Anna Karenina,’ ”’ 

Mr. Thompson sheds new light onthe sub- 
ject of romance when he calls the work of 
Charles Darwin the greatast romance of the 
century. Mr. Thompson, by the way, ought 
to be competent to grapple with such a sub- 
ject as evoiution. Geology has been his fa- 
vorite study, and for a long time he was state 
geologist of Indiana. Starting out as a 
student of the classics in Georgia sn 1569, 
Mr. Thompson has broadened himself since 
by a study of nature in her richest fields. 
There are many narrow pessimists among the 
critics who would greatly profit by following 

onte - ~-- age Owe aw sv WIOUKY 
of the man gives especial interest to what he 
“ about Darwin: 

ife was agape for the coming of the romance 
of science. The genius of little men expressed 
itself, as itis still doing, through analytical 
fiction—a mistaken impulse arising out of a 
failure to understand the signs of the times. 
Darwin, and not the novelists, was to be the 
safety valve of the epoch. Not even Tenny- 
son could hold hisown. Hugo battled likea 
lion, but he went down; and the pitiful part 
of it was that the little realists thought it was 
they who had overcome him. They began to 
yelp like jackals around the great man’s knees 
as he lay dethroned, and the burden of their 
barking was: ‘‘Give us commonplace; we are 
tired of heroics.’” They could not see that 
out of amass ot commonplace Darwin had 
wrung the romance whose _ significance 
filled the whole area of life. The epoch- 
interpreter had spoken through the “Origin 
of Species’’ and the ‘Descent of Man.’”” The 
petty analytical fiction and the smooth verses 
of mediocrity fell dead-born. But some one 
may suggest that the world has not taken the 
works of Darwin for romance. Well, the 
world has not, but that goes for nothing; it 
remains true that they are romance; nor does 
this impair their scientific value. Truth is 
not less true because it satisfies the imagina- 
tion. If Darwin’s theory is true, it is so be- 
cause it satisfies the imagination; the mis- 
sing links of fact are many and important. 
Darwin comes no nearer absolute proof of the 
conclusions arrived at in his masterly ro- 
mance of the rocks, plants and animals, than 
Hugo comes to proof of those reached in 
‘‘Les Miserables.’’ In the far future the most 
valuable significance of the the theory of evo- 
lution will attach to the fertilizing effect it 
had — the imagination of its age: the es- 
cape it gave toa dangerous accumulation of 
agnostic materialism, which threatened the 
destruction of Christian civilization, will be 
forgotten. 

Then Darwin appeared, civilization was 
but another name for science, and it was the 
moment for the interpreter to proclaim the 
romance of the nineteenth century. He 
pricked the bubble, and filled the earth with 
its intangible contents. What a superb turn of 
flattery it is when a genius thus humors the 
bent of humanity! The world, in every age, 
needs an anodyne, andhe who cay adminis- 
ter it, makes himself immortal. Often the, 
soother is a quack laughing es eter- 
nity, remembering his trick and the glory he 
won by it. What did Darwin demonstrate in 
the ‘‘Descent of Man?”’ It is a very little-way 
back that he can go without stumbling; but 
the great romancer, as Ruskin has suggested, 


-makes us hesitate to brush a siug off our 


lettuce for fear of doing violence to our ances- 
tors! Indeed, this is a stately story, this 
account of our rise from some primal germ ; it 
isa prodigious romance with only here and 
there a fragment of reality to support 
it; but see how the world has 
leaped to meet it! Evolution is the catch- 
word in every by-way and highway of. life. 
Religion, morals, politics, art, every force of 
civilization is measured by it. If evolution is 
the true theory of the descent of man, does 
that affect the romance of Darwin’s book? 
We know that the greater part of it is subiime 
guess. —Theman was a stupendous genius. 
He felt the drift of the age; he reached forth 
and gathered a million facts, leaped to a con- 
clusion, and then built his vast synthesis. One 
such man and one such romance fill the meas- 
ure of anepoch. Such lions neyer hunt in 


airs, 
. I should think fiction-makers might profit 
greatly by Darwin’s method. It was a double 
method; the microscopic analysis. was one 
lobe, the other was stupendous synthesis. The 
man knew the temper of science, and*cheated 
it by flattery. Never once did he break the 
dry, hard crust which incloses the formalities 
of scientific understatement. His amazing 
suggestions were put forth ina mesh of pre- 
cautions and reservations, but wesgpeny 
somehow, they were borne lovingly away in 
the imagination of the reader. It was as if 
Newton, after demonstrating avity, had 
propounded for the first time the theory of 
the music of the spheres and dashed 
over the world the whole romance 
of the universé. Never did genius 
keep imagination so well in hand. Even Poe's 
"Gold Bug’’ oe apg circumstantial, Dar- 
win sho us that he who hidés the opera- 
tions of his own imabinations, while he a,

This is 
evidenced by the criticisms of his “White Jane,’- 
which he republishes with such evident gratifica’ 
tion.

Asan apology for whatever might be objection- 

able in the touching up of this story, and in 
friendly interest to a young townsman whom 
I believed to have thrown himself upon a danger- 

ous literary precipice, I felt the necessity of this, as 
~ ao developed, rather unguarded figurative sen- 
ence, 


I may here be pardoned for impressing the idea 
that newspaper men, also, driftinto untenable li- 
cense to round a smooth sentence. I certainly had 
no purpose to destroy all barriers of prudence. 

I cannot understand the unction with which 
Mr, Harbes parades the fact that I showed him the 
manuscript oF fy criticism before its publication. 
He certainly would not leave the impression that I 
sought his dictation. 

I wish to state that I have as little time as he,and 
certainly as little inclination to pose for public at- 
tention in inciting a discussion which promises 
neither reward or gratification. In parleying words 
with him, however, I may say, that, with 
all the importance which he 
himsejf, he is too brief in 
of lettcra and too sparse in that experience which 
prompts old-born southern patriotism, to consist- 
ently chide me with over- zealous patriotism,’’ or as 
“posing for public attention.” §I might as reckleasly 
retort, that my offending has given him an appre- 
ciated golden opportunity to spread my flattering 
words in goodly advertisement. These things may 
suit Mr. Harben’s purpose away from home, while 
— me no harm where we are contemporaneously 

nown. 

As to my contradictory statements as to sentiment. 
There is a wide range of differencd between the two 
stories Criticised, thuugt Coming from the same 
block, and the justifying of one by the other is like 
pitading the statute of infancy. One a mere sketch, 
rélating an inciden. ofslavery, the strongast phase 
of it couveying an idea of Caucussia’s antipothy to 
African equality: the other, spread through 
the pages of a book, indicating the perfidy 
of a southern white woman destroying the social 
and moral existence of her offspring by placing Its 
birth to a negro cabin, and obligating its slave 
foster-mother to never divulge the secret of its 
free birth; the brutal master lacerating its infant 
flesh in his drunken bouts; Colonel Bicketstaff, 
the average southern planter with sqtéak- 
ing boots and trousers rolled up; the 
fiendish overseer, with blood-stained whip, 
and whose delight was cruel __in- 
fliction of the lash; the refined mistress ‘‘suipects 
ing’’ the girl’s enforced slavery, and taking no care 
tu relieve her embrassment of association; thé wild 
infatuation of her boy forthe slaye, even to re- 
nouncing his white betrothal and throwing him- 
self into a death of dissipation because of her mar- 
riage with anegro; the weaknem of Bikerstaff, 
allowing the designing overseer to 
flog “the quarter,’ into forced marriage, 
under the momentary § insanity produced 
by.a story that his boy was courtinga mulattc with 
a view to marriage and running away with Ner, 

Either of these freaks may be licented in eecén- 

ance. but they area erpel inflietions, @ven 
ASSP THY color of remorseful apology, upon a 
mother section. If Iam unkind in evoking public 
notice to these things which have perpetuated the 
curse of the south upon “Uncle Tom's Cabin,’’ it is 
because Mr. Harben forces a contrast between the 
story which I attempted to kindly notice, and the 
one which, asa north Georgian, I could not ap- 
prove in ita text and make-up, 

Ican see no reason why Mr. Harben 6&0 stoutly 
resists the fact that the owner of his ‘White Marie”’ 
was a poor Vermonter instead of an average south- 
ern planter, unless he believes that my version 
should prejudice its popularity. Under this view 
of the case I might well justify an open attack 
both upon the work and the motive of the author. 

But I have laid no charges to him, only express- 
ing regret that he did not better learn the facts of 
the story which he has told, 

Whateyer may be said, my version of the story {is 
as correct as is possible to gather trom unrecorded 
data, and as to the fellow's nativity I am sustained 
by the reoollections of others, This being true, it was 
my duty to publish it simultaneous with the book’s 
various criticism, and I thidk Mr, Harben will not 
charge me with avoiding the responsibility of any- 
thing which I may conceive to be right. 

Some people may not appreciate the sensitiveness 
which has constrained my reference tothe local in- 
cidence of this story ihrough the columns of the 
Argus. The woman who ts Mr. Harben’s heroine, 
prongs to this community, and so far asI know, 
is living happily with her family. I care not to 
assume the responsibility of incensing a family 
disruption, and this is cause sufficient to myself. 

In conclusion, I appeal to the letter and spirit of 
the article, which has gfven Mr. Harhen so mech 
distress, to clear myvxelfof doing him a wanton 'in- 
justice, or of insinuating bis integrity. If in this 
fetter I have not restrained a to his solace, it 
has been more fn a spirit of justice to myself thaa of 
unkindness to him.

A Southern Lady on Mr. Harben’s Book. 

Mrs. Lee Harby, agifted southern lady, and 
one of the most popular women in southern 
New York, writes as follows concerning a 
book which is now under fire from north 
Georgia and East Tennessee: 

Epirors Constitution: In White Marie, 
Mr. Harben has given to the public a book pregnant 
with cause for discussion. That the south does not 
seem to understand its motive, is proved by adverse 
criticism, in spite of its admiration for the author's 
forcible style, and the weil-sustained interest of the 
story. 

He {s charged with presenting as ble, a state 
of things which could not have well oceurred—for 
these critics do no} sem to remember that the story 
does not purport to be a type, but to present an gx- 
ceptional case. So strange is this case, tbat lt see 
to be sent fora purposé—and the novelist cleverly 

it to teach a moral and emphasize'a 

. And this is what he teaches—with 

no waste of words, but with the direct 

clearness of an object lesson. He portrays the nat- 

ural, eternal, unconquerable aversion of the white 

to the negro blood, and shows the impossibility of 
the amalgamation of the races. 

The girl Marie, believing herself to be a negro’s 
child and brought up amongst blacks, yet feels an 
uuaccountable repugnance to them and shrinks 
from their contact. Before Mra. Bickerstaff had 
made of her a pet and ‘‘spoiled her by education,”’ 
while she was stillon the Labouchere plantation 
and treated as were the other negroes, she was even 
then reaching out for better things and struggling 
to attain that higher plane befitting her race. The 
blood of the superior people wasin her veins, and 
she ever felt that though with the negroés, 
she was not of them. It this 
which makes the pathos of the 
story, for what could be more pitiful than the 
aspirations, the soul-power of thisjgirl in such sur- 
roundings? 

Her mistress recognizes intuitively the refine- 
ment of the white race, makes researches into the 
girl’s birth, but learning nothing, does all she can 
to make her situation bearable. She is more than 
kind; but the kindness brings a curse: constant 
companionship and Marie's beauty have their effect 
on Harty, Here again the races are contrasted 
with a fine delicacy of touch. The “ag innate 
modesty and refined repression of feeling, stamps 
the pure w ood; had the current been mixed, 
the master’s son would never have been reperme. 

The denouement was one the most likely to 
have oceurred in such a case—though in the

The Kind of Animaito Haveand the Kind 
to Steer Ciear of. 
From the Fort Worth Gazette. | 

A Gazette reporter wasin the stables of M. 
A. Maupin, on the South Side, yesterday, and 
while there engaged that gentleman, who is 
one of the best posted men on horses in Texas 
in a general conversation about the different 
kinds and character@of horses. 

‘(A horse 1s an intelligent animal generally,” 
said he, ‘*but, like some men, some horses have 
but little brains; unless a horse has brains you 
can’t teaeh him. Some horses, like some men, 


‘are mean, and they won’t do to fool with. 


Now, look at that horse there,’’ pointing toa 
tall bay, a fine looking animal, fifteen hands 
high, which was standing in a stall. ‘You 
can’t-teach that horse anything.” 

“Why not?” 

“Well, Iwill show you the difference in 
heads, but have a care of his heels. Now, 
look at the brute’s head, that rounding nose, 
that tapering forehead and that broad, full 
place between the eyes.

“Now look at that other animal in the stall 
next tohim. That's an awful good mare—as 
true as the sun.

All these voy- 
wes were mark 

— ed by no unus- 
ual circeum- 
stances, save one. The memory of those 
ninéty days, however, stands out in my 
memory with terrible distinctness. All the 
horrors of a lifetime were crowded into those 
three months, and even now—though years 
have passed, somewhat dulling the impression 
of the terrors which I endured—I frequently 
start from my dreams covered with cold sweat 
because my imagination has taken me back 
ten years, and in my sleep I again see myself 
standing on that frozen deck, expecting every 
moment to be my last. 

It was in January, 1879, that I left Sydney, 
Australia, on the English clipper, Moravian, 
for London. My only fellow passenger was a 
colonial magnate, who belonged to the most 
exclusive set of Australian society. Like 
thousands of others, he had forgotten the but- 
ter and eggs of his own history and could not 
forgive the thread and tape in the more recent 
past of his fellows. He was, therefore, on his 
way to England to be unmercifully snubbed 
by an aristocracy with which he longed to 
mingle: \Outside of his hobby he was, how- 


_Sver, a good fellow, and his courage and pres- 


éncé of mind once saved us all from a sudden 
and overwhelming “danger. 

Tho captain, who was the third of our little 
party in the cabin, was a remarkable man. 
Unlike any sailor I have ever seen, he bore 
no traces of his profession  abvut 
bim. Straight aud erect in his 
carriage, he had more the look 
ofasoldierthan a sea-faring man, and his 
carefully trimmed whiskers and neat dress 
added to the impression.

At midnight on the sixth day of this .con- 
stant torture the captain chanced to pass 
through the cabin where the slate on which 
the proper course of the ship was always kept. 
Noone but himself had authority to touch 
that slate and yet as he glanced at it he saw 
that the words ‘‘north west’’ that he had 
written had been changed and now read 
‘south by east.’’ Quickly he effaced the 
words and wrote the proper course again. 
Then he returned to the deck to see who had 
dared countermand his orders. Every officer of 
the watch proclaimed himself guiltless, and as 
the captain returned again through the cabin 
he noticed the words south by east had again 
replaced his own. ‘Three times this happened 
and then the captain seemed struck with a 
new determination. He ordered all hands to 
be called, and when the ship flew round 
(almost grazing a huge iceberg) he told the 
helsman to steer south by east. 

As we advanced on our new course a passage 
narrow indeed, but wide enough to let the strip 
sail through, opened before us and soon we 
reached more open water and when the 
watches were relieved, for the first time in 
many days,the captain went below to get some 
sleep.

@ TOTAL ECLIPSE OF THE SUN 
TAKES PLACE TODAY 
But at Only Two Points in America Will It 
Be Visible—Two Expeditions Sent Out to 
Observe It. 


A total eclipse of the sun will be observed 
by a large proportion of the inhabitants of the 
world today. 

At only two points in America wil! any indi- 
ration of the eclipse be observed, Cape Hat- 
teras and the Keys of southern Florida. It 
will, however, be distinctly visible in a path 
about 5,000 miles long and 100 miles wide, ex- 
tending from the Carribean sea, off Hon- 
furas, along the southern coast of South 
America, and then eastward and southward to 
the west Coast of Africa. 

The northern limit of the eclipse touches at 
Nova Scotia. A line showing both northern 
and southern limits passes off the east coast of 
North America, touches the tip of Floridagnd 
then crosses Cuba and Central America, 
through the Gallapagos into the Southern 
Pacific ocean. From here the line cuts South 
America north of Buenos Ayres and passes 
through the South Atlantic ocean into the 
Indian ocean, and then northward to the 
easternmost point on the Mediterranean sea. 

THE LIMITS OF THE ECLIPSE 
fromprise almost all of Africa and the southern 
half of South America, with, of course, the 
islands lying between. 

The path of the total eclipse passes through 
and cuts Africa below the center and curves 
sO astosimply touch the northern coast of 
Bouth America; so that, outside of Africa, 
there are really but two or three points where 
the total eclipse can be seen. 

As a matter of course, this total eclipse of 
the sun is of 
WIDE INTEREST TO THE ASTRONOMIC WORLD. 

An eclipse of the sun, especially a_ total 
eclipse, does not come very often. The solar 
eclipse of today will be the third this year, a 
total eclipse having taken place on January 
ist, and an annular eclipse on June 28th. But 
the weather and other causes prevented either 
of these being of any particular use in the 
scientific world, and so it is that that of today 
is looked forward to with the deepest concern. 

TWO IMPORTANT EXPEDITIONS 
have been sent from the United States. The 
first of these, sent by the government, is the 
one from which the best results are expected. 
It sailed in October on the steamer Pensacola, 
bound fora little town called Muxima on the 
wabtcoast of Africa. The cable tells us of the 
safe arrival of the par‘v, and by this time it is 


J 

robably busy with its work. This party is 
een by Professor David Todd, who was the 
head of the expedition to Texasin 82, and had 
charge’ of the solar eclipse expedition to Japan 
in 1887. He is accompanied by many of the lead- 
ing scientists of eastern colleges and of the 
government bureau.

There is nothing at Muxima now except a 
ruined fort and a few mud huts, but it was se 
lected as the best site because of the belief that 
the weather would be much more favorable 
there than atany place in South America. 

The other cxpebition of Americans has been 
fent by the Lick ebservatory to Cayenne, in 
French Guinea, where other observations will 
be taken under the direction of Professors 
Burnham and Schaberle of the institution.

THE IMPORTANCE OF THESE EXPEDITIONS 
and the observations which they are expected 
to make, cannot be determined. Modern as- 
tronomy has devoted much of its time to the 
discussion and observation of the sun’s corona, 
the delicate, silvery light, which surrounds 
the darkened moon during a total eclipse. 
The solar corona has never been scen except 
when the sun is deeply obscured. No instru- 
ments have been found by which au cbserva- 
tion of itcan betaken at other times. The 
great question which astronomers df&cuss is, 

‘WHAT IS THIS SOLA CORONA.’ 

Few astronomers feel certain in their 
minds as to what itis. They are certain that it 
fis a phenomenon which, as one of them puts it, 
is ‘‘an important consequence of the laws goy- 
erning the solarenergy of the constitution of 
the sun itself,’ but just what they do not pre- 
tend to say. 

How hard it is to make a of 
the subject will be realized when it 
fis stated that the sun is never in 
tota! eclipse at any one point for longer than 
Gight minutes. 

GOOD RESULTS ARE EXPECTED 
from this year's expedition for many reasons. 
AtMuxima the time of the total eclipse will 
be at three in the afternoon. At that time

the sun will be about half way between the 
genith and the horizon, and with clear weather 
strong hopes are entertained for getting fine 
resu|ts. 

PHOTOGRAPHY’S PART. 

An importaiit adjunct to an expedition of 
this kind is the photographic outfit. Pro- 
fessor Todd, who is in charge of the 
government party, lays great stress 
upon the importance of photography 
in astronomical observations, and has taken 
with him probably the most complete outfit 
which has ever been used on such an occasion. 
The photographer of the expedition is J. E. 
Carbut, whose father was eminent in this line 
before him. Photographs of the eclipse, espe- 
cially of the corona, which must of necessity 
be included in every photograph of a total 
eclipse, will be taken from every point 
possible, and these are expected to be of great 
use to astronomy. The Lick party, too, is well 
equipped with its photographic department, 
both Mr. Bernham and Mr. Shaberle having 
had extensive experience with it. While with 
disinterested people of the world very few prob- 
ably expectjthe best results from the African 
expedition, something important may be fully 
expected for the Americans in South America. 

IT DQES COST. 

The eclipses may notlast more than two 
minutes, but the expedition sent out by con- 
gress willconsume about five months time, 
and will cost, probably, $50,000. The Lick 
expedition, which is sent out by Mr. Charles 
F. Crocker, of California, will cost as much as 
this. There are others sent from England and 
from Germany, and from other parts of Europe. 
Bo, you see, that a total eclipse is neta small 
thing, financially or otherwise.

AMONG CANNIBALS: 


STRANGE EXPERIENCES OF CARL 
LUMUNOLTS IN AUTRALIA. 


The. Horrors of Human Flesh Eating—The 
‘Treachery of the Blacks — A ppearanuce 
of the Women—A Snake Story. 


One of the most entertaining of recent books 
of travelfis entitled ‘Among Cannibals,” being 
an account of four years of adventure in Aus- 
tralia and of camp life with the aborigines of 
Queensland, by the Norwegian explorer, Carl 
Lumholtz. It is translated into English by 
Professor Rasmus B. Anderson, late Uunited 
States minister to Denmark, and published 
elegantly with many interesting illustrations 
by Charles Scribner’s Sons New York. From 
an early copy of the work The Press is enabled 
to offer its readers the following running re- 
view and choice extracts: 

In the year 1880 the anthor undertook an ex- 
pedition to Australia, partly at the expense of 
the university of Christiana, with the object 
ot making collections for the zoological and 
zootomical museums of the university and of 
instituting researches into the customs and 
anthropology of the littie known native tribes 
which inhabit that continent. At the com- 
mencement of his travels he spent some time

This also seems to harmonize with their 
fondness for the flesh of the Chinese, whose 
food consists largely of rice and other vegebles.

Buy for Christmas, 


Ah, me! if we all believed in Santa Claus— 
all of us work-a-day grown folks—what a Christ- 
mas this would be! and wouldn't that belicf recom- 
pense us for the loss of faith in humanity that expe- 
rience often brings: and wouldn't we have clearer 
pouls and lighter hearts for this faith in an all- pro- 
viding, altogether-loving saint, who comes once a 
year to teach us that kindness ang generosity can 
be given without a thought of return ! 

Do you know that there are some sanctimonious 
people, even in ths broad and liberalage, who 
think ita sin toallow their children to believe in 
Benita Claus? Yet these very folks will picture to 
their offSpriog the devil in all his glory, with hoofs 
and.tail and eyes most terrible. Well, such people 
are, perbaps, more familiar with the personality of 
hie satanic majesty than with the saint of munif- 
pence. 

It was the daughter of one of these conscientious 

Christians who enlighiened me concerning the 
mysteries of Christmas; and to this dayl recall 
her = revelations with a feeling of 
heavy-heartedness too deep for expression. 
We were making a playhouse when the subject of 
Christmas came up, and she told me with an air of

Iremember a big wax doil in green tarleton, 
m stove, a set of furniture and lots of 
other things—but better would haye beena stiff 
wooden baby and a lot of ten cent trinkets from the 
Santa Claus ofold, My. face betrayed me, and the 
grown folks, lookingin my eyes, saw the look of 
faith departed, justas the Great Master saw Eve’s 
earthly knowledge as she stood, sad and repentant, 
in the Garden of Eden; and as she waiked from the 
gates of innocence, so walked I out from the land 
of trustful childhood, and heard with a 
heavy heart, the golden gates close forever behind 
me. 


I wonder if there could ever be made or even 
fancied by an artisan of toys such wonderful things 
as the fancy of an imaginative child pictures upon 
Christmaseven. Such a child, of course, keeps 
awake all nicht long, making wonderful pictures 
to its little self. I remember one of my cherished 
fancies was a candy house, all in white and red, 
like a barber's pole, for at that time 
Kate Greenaway hadn't come to. give 
ao artistic turn to children’s taste. 
Then children and darkies were alixe in fondness 
for gorgeous colors and our mother goose and .our 
Goll babies reveied in pronounced reds and yellows: 
@ young lady ina gaudy tarleton trimmed Dailth 
colors of the rainbow was an ideal vision of doll- 
hood. The doll of today is in her costume, a fac- 
wimile of the young girl one sees on Broadway.

All this regeneration in dolie ciothes is seid to 
have been started by one young woman in New 
York—a Miss Hargot—who dressed a doll for a 
friend and the friend’s brother who was a doll 
manufacturer, was so pleased with its raiment that 
he engaged the young lady todresshim a number 
of specimens. These he shipped to Germany as 
models and each year since then Miss Hargot has 
G@ressed for the Cliristmas seasou the model dolls of 
this establishment, Not many people 
know that most of the dressed dolls in America 
have their clothes made by German seamstresses 
The manu /acturers found it cheaper to pay for the 
shipping from New York and back than to hire 
American do!) dressmakers, 

The great big dolls tbat children long for are the 
ones they least enjoy when they possess. They are 
eumbersome and stupid, and no little girl wants a 
Goll as big as herself toliftaround.

I set up a small family housekeeping at the 
head of a great four poster that protected me from 
’ the grown folks Themansion was twodry goods. 
boxes divided into four rooms. Tiere was a parlor 
whose walis and floor I papered in pink and green 
Bguares. The windows had lace curtains, and the 
furniture was of white carved wood, The dining 
room had a carpet made from ascrap of gaudy 
dressing gown, a bookcase, a round table and oak 
ebairs with red satin cushions. The kitchen was 
furnished in regulation style; the 
bedroom was white and blue: My gentleman and 
Jady were martied by a stick clergyman. The lady 
was all aristocratic china do}! with a gold crown in 
her blonde coils, while the china gentleman was 4 
Drunette, bandsome, but a little lame from a con- 
stant flowing of sawdust, which afl my skill could 
mot relieve. The day of the wedding there was a 
Mttle girl, apparently about four years old, who ad- 
Gressed them as father and mother, and 
these three people lived constantly together 
with many Christmas vyisitors until my 
Goll days ceased. All this doesn’t sound 
very fine in these days of doll elegance, but I'm 
pure no homeecrer gave more pleasure than this 
plain, little patched up dry goods box. 

A doll house, costing two thousand dollars, 
bas just been finished in New. York forthe little 
@aughter of amilliqnaire. The doors and ceilings 
are made in proportion to the little mistress and the 
house is as complete in all its appointments as her 
mother’s. There are electric belis, bathrooms, wiih 
hot and cold water, gas, a kitchen complete in all 
things. 

The mansion has ite corps of doll servants. Yon 
touch the bell, and the front door is opened by a 
Goll bell boy in his natty livery. There's a doll 
housemaid in neat frock, cap and apron, a decid- 
edly Frenchy figure; a man cook in paper cap and 
big apron; a butler in livery, and a French nurse 
with a dainty, belaced, beribboned doll baby in her 
arms. The walls ara exquisitely frescoed. The 
little mistress’s bedroom is a]! in paie blue and sil- 
ver, the frieze and carpet ip a pattern of forget- me- 
nots. 

Not many little giris can afford any sort of a dol 
house large cnough for themselves, and even in so 
wealthy a city as Atlanta, little Julia Porter’s doll 
bouse is a delicious novelty to her small playmates. 

But there is something without which no little 
girl’s childhood is complete, and which is not very 
expensive, That is a little stove that can realty 
©ook things—‘'a true, true stove,’’ as children say. 
I never had one, and with the annual presentation 
of a flimsy, tin, make-believe cooking stove, my 
heart felt a longing unfulfilled. These regular 
sooking stoves are abominations in a mother’s eyes. 
They cause a great deal of messing and dirt, and 
gnay burn the children or the house ‘up any time.

The pleasure of baking black, knotty Mttle 
biscuit, of making muddy coffee and sundry other 
messes is too great for words, 


For Christmas there’s a lot of things children 
want and mothers don’t. The child doesn’t live 
who doesn’t revel in cheap cologne and noisy 
playthings, and the mother willing to make only 
bali a sacrifice, must choose between loud noises 
and loud odors. 

But the best kind of mother will let them have 
both, for Christmas is not a time to think of self. 
womfort or usefulness in the giving of presents, I 
hate the idea of useful Christmas gifts for children. 
Give them something they want above all 
eise, no maticr how useless and absurd; 
and give the grown folks. something 
pretty, something ornamental in the way of house

It wassuch a good, 
sensible thing to do—this filling up tofihe very brim 
the empty bodies of these cheerful, happy go lucky 
little “rambling rakes of poverty.”’ No 
Person appeals to me more — distinctively 
than the newsboy. He is such a_ cheerful, 
uncomplaining little soul with such a 
fund of worldly wisdom and philosopby. He takes 
lifeashe finds it, and whistles care adown the 
wind, He never whines and appeals to your chari- 
ty. He is the embodiment of American spirit and 
independence, and as such deserves help and en- 

ouragement from his more fortuvate fellows. 
Then, too, his very cheerfulness and independence 
appeals to you more when you know bis daily Jife, 
its privations and hard work. 

All, mos: of you know about him is his cry of 
“CONSTITUTION” in the early morning and ‘Jour- 
nal’ in the afternoon. You don’t seo him 
munching his littl hunck of bread around the 
office in the meantime, and washing his tough 
rusty feetat the hose in the press room Saturday 
night, As for sleeping—goodness knows when and 
where he does that. You find some of them lying 
around anytime of night in THe ConstitvTion’s 
rooms, and those who sleep there on the bare floors 
without any cover, are fortunate above their fel- 
lows in at least having a warm protected place.

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"SENATOR BLAIR'S BILL 


STAZXL SCHOOL COMMISSIONER HOOK 
ADVOCATES IT. 


He Gives His Reasons for Thinking That 
Education Would Be Benefitted by Ite 
Passage. 

Judge Hook is » strong supporter of the 
Blair bill. 

He believes that its passage would be of 
great benefit to the cause of education, arid he 
is able to give reasons for the opinion he has 
formed. In speaking of the action taken on 
the bill he said: 

“As L understand the facts,~it has already 
been offered and duly referred. to the’ appro- 
priate committee; but, if Iam mistaken about 
this, it most assuredly will be. It has been 
generally understood that Senator Blair had 
said he would introduce the same bill that had 
passed the senate heretofore, just as soon as 
the body should reconvene and be ready for 
business; and, while I have not been able, 
owing to the pressure on this office for two 
weeks past, to read up on what congtess has 
been doing, I dare say he has kept his word. 
I sincerely hope he has, and that no unneces- 
sary delay will obstruct its passage.” _ 

“Then it is your opinion that it will become 
a law this session ?”’ 

“Yes. And not only that it will, but that it 
ought! Whatis to hinder its passage, when 
te republican party is fully committed to dt, 
mapy of the wisest, truest and best democrats 
favor itallover the country, and President 
Harrison ably points out the importance and 
justice of such a law, and strongly commends 

ts enactment ?’’ 

“From what you have said, then, you clearly 
do not agree with those who obiect that the 
law would tend to the ventralizing of power 
and the ostablishment of a paternal govern« 
yment at Washington, and otherwise prove to 
be undemocratic and unconstitutional, because 
impinging upon the autonomy of the states? 
Would you object to giving your views brietly 
on these points ?’’ 

“T unhesitatingly say to you I donot at all 
Bympatbise with the views and objections pre- 
sented against this proposed measure of na- 
tional aid to education. On such a proposition 
there ought to be no party differences. There 
might possibly be individual differences of 
opinion as to the adjustment of methods for 
applying the aid, but surely none as to both 
the right and duty of government to aid in ed- 
ucating and enlightening its people. Where 
tho masses are kept in ignorance it is easy for 


monarchists and despots and autocrats and‘ 


aristocrats to trample their rights under foot 
and crystalize the tears of the oppressed poor 
and the sweat drops from the brow of honest 
toil into pearls and diamonds with which to 
bedeck the glistening but gnilty crowns they 
wear. It is impossibie to fasten a monarchy 
or despotism upona people with knowledge 
eneugh to understand their rights, and with 
moral force and virtue suflicient to assert 
them. Why, among the plainest, and, I may 
say, most conspicuously asserted objects of our 
organic law, is that one, ‘to pro- 
mote the gencral welfare, to secure the 


~—"Hieéssings of lioerty to ourselves and our poster- 


ity.” Iut how skal! we secure these blessings 
to our posterity in all their fulness and rich- 
ness and with all their grand promise of pro- 
gressive advancement and increasing popular 
liberty aud higher civilization, if we fail to 
educate and enlighten our children, who are 
to be our posterity? Washington and all the 
fathers of the republic thought, and boldly de- 
clared, that the public education was the one 
great means of perpetuating the free republic 
they established, and it did not occur 
tothem, poor, simple minded, undemo- 
cratic men that they were, that this most obvi- 
ous means of promoting the general welfare 
would be unconstitutional! Nor has it in these 
latter times occurred to such able and learned 
jurists and conspicuous democrats as Joseph 
EK. Brown, of the United States senate, and 
Hon. L. Q@. C. Lamar, now on the supreme 
bench of the United States, that aid by the 
general government in the education of the 
people would be unconstitutional or undemo- 
cratic in any sense whatever. 

“It has been the practice of the government 
Bede its foundation; and princtpatty under 
democratic administrations, to vote large 
means to the states for the purposes of general 
education. Andis there not both wisdom and 
justice in such a practice.and policy? Why 
demand tliat your sons, at the age of pene 
shall bear arms and engage in war, if your 
policy require it, and at the age of twenty-one 
shall exercise the elective franchine, and 
yet keep them in _ such ignorance 
that they cannot comprehend and calmly 
consider the issues involvcd? Are the masses 
of the honest yeomanry of the world—God's 
true nobility—to be denied the advantage of 
education, to be ever held as hewers of w 
and drawers of water for the more wealthy 
and cultured class, and in times of war do the 
fighting in the ranks aud be esteemed only as 
Napoleon designated them, as ‘food for can- 
non?’ 


‘‘No, sir; the demand for universal educa- 
tion is the dominant idea and demand of the 
age, and that man and that state wofully lags 
behind tha: does not keep pace with the on. 
ward march of our advancing civilization.’”’ 

“From what quarter, then, does the opposi- 
tien to the Blair bill chiefly come ?”’ 

“The opposition tothe Blair bill proceeds 
mainly, so far as my observation has extend- 
ed, from: men who have neverread it. ‘There 
is acomplete misapprehension as to the char- 
acter ofthe bill. If any one supposes that the 
general government is to have supervisory 
control, he is greatly mistaken. There is no 
gnch idea or purpose in the measure, and its 
author distinctly stated on the floor of the 
senate that ‘it was deemed best to turn the 
fund over to the states and trust to their honor 
to properly apportion it,’ and that he had ‘no 
idea that the confidence thus reposed in the 
state authorities would be misplaced.’ In- 
stead of leaving an immense sum of money in 
the treasury, mainly accumulated there by 
the refusal of the bondholders to 
take ‘the silver dollar of the 
fathers in payment of the national debt, and 
where it issure to prove, in the end, a corrup- 
tion fund to further some grand, monopolistic 
scheme that Wall street may set on foot, this 
bill proposes to turn the money over to the 
states to be used in the ie see of common 
schools. It turns itover to the proper author- 
ities of the states to be used by them, through 
their own oflicers for the education of all 
children between the school ages, both white 
and colored. Money, like knowledge, is pow- 
ef. ‘The ilair bill proposes to take those idle 
millions of money, capable of immense evil or 
good, away from the national treasury, and 
give them to the state treasuries, to be utilized 
in the grandest way that public money can be 
employed, to-wit, in carrying enlightenment 
and happiness to the people. 

'*Eow about the assertion that it conflicts 
with the doctrine of states’ rights ?’’ 

“Why, Mr. Calhoun, the great apostle of 
states’ rights, when defending his position on

A Fast Trot on a Pike Road—Flourishing 
ws, Colleges—The Man Who Fought With 
Jackson—Other Topics. 


All the blue grass I eversaw at home was 
green. I thought that our climate or soil or 
something made it so, and that I would find it 
blue in Kentucky ; but it was the greenest kind 
of agreen, and on inquiry I learned that it 
was never blue except when in bloom, and it 
was the bloom that made it look blue then. 
I Jearned that the seed had to be sown to get a 
set, and that rag weed and crab grass followed 
their crops just like they do here. The shocks 
pf corn still standing in the fields were a nov- 
elty tome. They were loaded with ears, and 
the farmers could be seen husking, and the 
golden yellow corn lying on the ground by the 
side of the shocks. Ofcourse they have to 
tear the shocks down to find the ears, but they 
put them up again, and like our fodder stacks, 
they stand in the field until they are needed, 

Tobacco is the great money crop, and you can 
gee sainples hanging in the stores, and even in 
the countingrooms of the banks. They told me 
that one-third of all the tobacco made in the 
world was grown in Kentucky. As every 
county and every town has its own individu- 
ality I found the unpretending people of 
Flemmingsburg proud tosay that Flemming 
county had fewer rich people and fewer poor 
ones than any county inthe state, and there 
were more farmers worth from eight to ten 
thousand dollars than could be found in the 
same area anywhere else. That is saying a 

t deal forthe happiness of that people. 
he golden mean is the best: “Give me 
neither poverty or richies.’’ 

Millersburg is noted for her educational ad- 
vantages. ‘lwo prosperous colleges, one for 
boys and one for girls are there, and they have 
patrons from all the southern states. The fe 
male college is an especial favorite with the 

ople of Arkansas. Dr. Pope, the president, 
sa Georgian, and of course that has some- 
thing to do with the success and prosperity of 
his school. From careful observation I will 
ventuae to say that there are more teachers 
from Georgia scattered over the south than 
from any other three states. Dr. Pope has 
mear 300 girls in his charge, and —? of 
them are, boarding in his household. Just 
think of it. What a family—what a respon- 
sibility. Their morals, their manners and 
their health all to be cared for, in addition to 
their education. They come from different 

_ households with different training, different 
traits of character, different habits, and all 
have to be assimilated and governed alike and 
made to conform to one system. What acom- 
pliment it is to the president and his wife that 
asthe older girls gladuate and marry their 
younger sisters are sent to take their places, 
and in many cases the children have taken the 
mother’s place. What a splendid chance these 
college boys have to choose their mates, and 
*“*vice versa.’’ I have always thought it was a 
good plan to have a college for boys where 
there was one for girls. It is the next best 
thing to a mixed school that I know of. 

From Millersburg I went overland to Parts. 
A friend with a good hcrse took me 
wever the splendid turnpike nine miles 
in forty minutes, and we diden't seem 
tobeinahurry The reins were carelessly 
loose in his hands, and he had time to tell who 
lived in every house along the way and some- 
thing of the family history. That horse never 
broke his trota moment, nor seemed to be 
pressed or tired. We passed the toll gates 
without stopping, forthe rule was to pay as 
youreturned. Oh, those delightful roads; 
why can’t we have them in Georgia? A 
lovelier country than that around Paris and 
Lexington, the eye never looked upon. The 
farming lands command one hundred dollars 
an acre easily, and where pleasantly located 
mear a pike, and having a grove in front of the 
mansion, bring twice that sum. The roads 
add largely to their value. A team that would 
struggle and strain over our roads with 2,000 
poun.s will easily pull 5,000 pounds in Ken- 
tucky, and do it in half the time, Fine horses 
are the big thing there; everybody talks 
horse. The women and the children and the 

reachers know the pedigree of the thorough- 
onto better than they know the ancestry of their 
most intimate nabors. Coionel Sioner showed 
meacoltthat he had refused five thousand 
dollars for and yet I couldn’t see that it was 
as fine a colt as several that we had exhibited 
here at our little colt show last fall. ‘*Blood, 
sir -blood—pedigree makes the difference,’’ 
said he. Colonel Stonerfowns ‘Baron Wilkes’ 
that he has refused seventy five thousand 
aollars for. A minute in a horsesspeed makes 
a difference of thousands in his value—no not 
his value but his price. Colonel. Craddock, 
the venerable editor of the Kentuckian, came 
in the car as I was leaving and saluted me ina 
tumultuous and hilarious manner. I was sorry 
to part from him. Thero were some questions 
about Daniel Boone that i wished answered 
and it was told me that the colonel was an in- 
timate friend of Boone’s. All matters of an- 
tiquity are referred to htm and his decision is 
final. Hetold me about his service in the 
Mexican war and had just began 
6 fiarrate how General Jackson sent him 
to the British at New Orleans with a coffin 
and his compliments to bury Packenham in, 
when our train moved off and spoiled the 
story. The colonel said he bad never married 
for reasons too tedious to mention, but had re- 
centl, concluded to do so and was now looking 
around fora mate. Successtohim. He looks 
like he is good for a score or two of years. 

On our return we met a wreck and were de- 
layed five hours of the night. In our car were 
two young girls richly and tastefully dressed. 
Our attention was attracted to them as they 
whatted together and counted their money. 
One said there was ninety dollarsand the 
other said it was eighty five, and they counted 
and re-counted and made it eighty and some- 
times a hundred and soon began to reel over 
toward each othee. Then they tooka drink 
out of a bottle and giggled and counted their 
gmoney again. <A gentleman behind us said 
that was the third drink in 
half an hour. W hen we met 
the wreck most of us Jeft the car and went for- 
ward to view the provoking prospect. Ono 
return we missed those girls and a lady told us 
they were outside down in a ditch and sure 
enough they were—their hats off, and their 
beautiful sealskins and furs and dresses 
mingled with the mud as they freposed in a 
drunken sleep. It was very dark but after 
while the Janterns came and they were taken 
toa shanty near by and we left them in their 
shame. Ol, the pity of it, the pity of it. We 
were told that they were milliner girls on a 
Saturday evening’s lark. Nowthere.is some- 
body to blame about that for it is against the 
order of woman’s nature. Fathers, mothers, 
Jook after your girls. Look kindly, tendely, 
firmly—keep them at home if you can and 
make home pleasant, make your home pleas- 
ant. Be it ever so humble, make it 
ahome that the chiidren will love. Don’t 
ecold, don’t fret, don’t look miserable. 
Fine clothes and fine furniture are very nice, 
but it takes kind, loving words to make a 
home. The wreck of a train was bad enough, 
but the wreck of those two youne lives haunts 
me. And there is a boy that ubles me; @ 
Jost boy whose name is Willie se Thomson, 

“who left his good mother’s h 6 in Atlanta 
nine months ago and has not b sn heagp from. 
He is a smart, bright-daced lad of thirteen 
years, well educated for his age, slender form, 
dark hair, large dark eyes and long eyelashes, 
comely features and quick in speech. His 
mother’s heat is well-nigh broken. Just such 
a boy has been here and found a home witha 
good farmer, but he left with some gipseys a 

ew weeks ago. This boy said he came from 
Florida and that his father and mother were 
dead; but he admitted later that he had tolda 
story, and said that his mother lived 
in Atlanta — but he would not 
pive his real name. Maybe this 
description will meet the eye of some one who 
ean locate the boy. A reward of twenty-five 
dollars was offered and little descriptive slips 
sent all over the country. Mrs. Alice Thom= 
son, the mother, writes that she will double 
the reward. Indeed, she would give all tho 
Tittle she has to find her boy. What good 
mother would not? What a Christmas gift it 
would, be to her to fold him in her arms and 
weep over him and make him promise never to 
leave her again.

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AN ATLANTA MACHINE. 


THE BROSIUS MOTOR MACHINE CODBt- 
PANI’S FACTORY 


win Start in January—They Have Rutit a 


Four Story Factory Covering an Acre of 
Ground, 


About the middle of January—certainly be- 
ore 
chine company will be manufacturing sewing 
machines right here in Atlanta. 

A handsome four-story building, besides two 
or three smaller houses, covering in all one | 
acre of ground, give an impressive air of | 
solidity to the enterprise. 

Arrangementsare being pushed rapidly now 
About a dozen of the finest soitmations to be 
had in the country are putting the machinery 


together and making tools'that could not be | 


made outside, 


Shipments of machinery are arriving al- 
most daily, and another force of men are em- 
ployed in placing and testing these as they 
come. 

The foundry department has been com- 
pleted, and works admirably. It is said to be 
the best foundry in the south, thoroughly 
equipped, and with all the latest inmprove- 
ments. 

The company is to supply its own electric 
lights, and the dynamo is now in position in 
the factory. 

The fireproof vaults are the finest to be had 
in the United States, 

The work has been done under the personal 
supétvision of Mr. A. A. Wood, one of the 
finest machinists in the south. Captain T. J. 
James, president of the company, has also 
given his whole time to the work, and to the 
lard work and practical equipment of these 
two gentlemen the success of the enterprise, so 
far as it has progressed, is mainly due. 

The machine has already been described in 
THe Constitution. Just now there are onty 
two of them in existence, and those two were 
made by hand. In appearance the machine is 
much like the usual improved styles, with a 
light iron frame, table and tier of drawers. 
Altogether, it is a very handsome machine. 

An ordinary observer would notice at once 
the absence of atreadie. Attached tothe iron 
framework at one end, just under the head- 
piece, is a lightiron case, about eight inches 
in diameter, and in this case are the springs 
by which the machine isrun. A hand lever 
connects with the center-pinion in the case. 

The springs transmit their motive power, 
given by a motion of the lever—pretty much 
like a clock is wound, by a series of deciately 
adjusted cog wheels. Each winding makes 
about 2,500 stitches, and a cchild five years old 
can do the winding. 

The most interesting work in the factory is 
that of the tool makers. A marvelous 
nicety is required in this work, and 
the progress is slow. One machinist had a 
steel tool, less than three inches tlrough in 
any direction, on which he had been hard at 
work fora week. The slightest flaw’or in- 
accuracy in the tool would be multiplied and 
magnified in the machines, and the hundred- 
thousandth part of an inch is measured in the 
finest work, 

Taken all in all, the factory is the most im- 
portant established in the south this year. 

It is especially important to Atlanta, as 500 
to 600 hands are to be employed. Superinten- 
dent Wood éstimates th at 100 children will be 
given employment. Only -a few women 
workers are needed---those in the ornamenting 
and adjusting departments. 

«The full capacity of the factory as it stands 
now,’’said President James, ‘'1s about one hun- 
dred machipesa day. The first machines will 
be sold in Atlantaabout the last of January. 
Of course we will not begin with a daily out- 
put of one hundred machines,but will work up 
to it gradually. You will notice the walls, 
there, have projections—that’s for the exten- 
sien next vear. 

“The plant here now represents over $60,- 
000, besides $30,000 in real estate owned by 
the company. Ev erything is paid for, includ- 
ing the machinery ordered but not yet here, 
and we are out of debt. We have about fifty 
per cent of $120,000 to draw fromyet. That 
will be paid in monthly assessments as the 
money is needed. Wehave $97,000 of stock 
not yet placed.’’ 

Superintendent Wood echoed Captain 
James’s assettion that the first machines 
would be sold before February. 

“Everything is moving along nicely now,” 
said he. ‘‘We have one of the finest machine 
factories in the worid—notsolarge asa great 
many, but perfectly equipped. The first floor 
is for stori: ig and cleaning castings. The sec- 
ond is for putti: iw up tables, and storage. and 
for the factory offices. The third story is for 
the tool room and iron working machines. The 
fourth is where the machines are Japanned, 
finished, assembled, and adjusted. 

‘'No, sir, there isno doubt now about it. I 
have tried the machine. and have had a num- 
ber of ladies totry it. I never had one try it 
but was delighted with the work. The ma- 
chines will sel! from the start. We will be 
selling machines all over Georgia within a 
few months. 

THE STORY OF fHE PATRNT. 
Captain J. M. Brosius, the inventor of the 
srosius motor, isa Virginian by birth, but has 
been in Atlanta about four years now and feels 
thoroughly identified as an Atlanta man. 

He has beep a machinist for more than fifty 
years, apd lield a number of responsible 
positions. He has letters showing that he 
has been master mechanic with two or three 
railroads. 

In fact he might more properly be called a 
railroad mec hanic. He has patented a num-. 
ber of railroad fixtures andall of them have 
worked successfully. He served four years in 
the confederate army, starting asa private and 
suprenderiug at the head of his company. 

His motor, however,.is by all odds his most 
important invention. He began work on that 
about two years ago. His first model was of 
wood and in a wooden frame. 

In thisghape it was carried to Mr. W. I. 
Zachry 

“— don’ t know anything about natents,’’ he 
said to Captain Brosius. “f never had anything 
to do with 2 patent in my life.’ 

dust w atch this work,’’ was Captain Bro- 
sins’s reply. 

Mr. Zackry did wagch, and put down $10,- 
000 to start the enterprise, “because I argued,’’ 
he explaiued, ‘‘thatoif that rongh mede), with 
all the friction of the wooden journals, worked 
like that, the metal model would work even 
better. I have never donbted for an instant, 
since I saw that wooden modél put in motion,

_ THE EMPEROR'S. COLD 


CONFINES HIM TO THE PALACE FOR 
APFEW DAYS. 


HIS} RECKLESSNESS AT POTSDAM 
We Orders the oes to Charge Down the 


Street and Several Persons Are 
Trampled Upon. 


BERLIN, December 21,—[Copyright, 1889, 
by the New York Associated Press.) ~The 
emperor has been so ill as to be compelled to 
keep his bed since Thursday morning. He 
arose for the first time today and received offl- 
vialreports. His malady was catarrh, with 
fevér and provoked recurrence of the old 
trouble with bis ear. There was also in his 
throat more than the usual trouble experi- 
eneediin such cases. An injudicions note on 
the subject was published in the National 
Zeitung. It was intended, of course, to re- 
assure the public, but had an entirely contrary 
effect, and caused almost incessant inquiries 
to be made at the palace. The emperor for- 
bade the phdlication of bulletins received in 
his bedroom from leading officials who called 
and treated his illness ina jesting spirit. This 
trouble originated ina cold caught while the 
emperor watched 

THE EFFECT OF A NIGHT ABARM, 
at the garrison at Potsdam, one of his military 
Amusements being to test the rapidity with 
which the various regiments can be turned 
Dut at unexpected moments. But that is not 
his majcesty’s only military amusement. At 
the field maneuversat Barnstedt, a regiment 
of cavalry was suddenly ordered to advance at 
a full gallop. It rode helter skelter down the 
badly lighted streets of Potsdam. Somé of the 
harses were killed and several of the towns- 
people were ridden down and badly hurt. 
This caused much public irritation, and is one 
of the reasons why there was very little sym- 
pathy with the emperor in his iliness among 
his people in that part of the empire. 
UNEASY ABOUT PORTUGAL. 

For many days pow theattention of the for- 
eign office has been centered upon the devel- 
Opment in Brazil and the thfeatened center- 
coup in Portugal. Long daily dispatches from 
Lisbon and Madria have contirmed the inteili- 
gence recently given in this letter, that Portu- 
gai is likely to follow the example set by Brazil. 
The government here shares the uneasines 
felt in every chaucellery in Europe. If Portu- 
gal take fire, the movement of the Portuguese 
republicans will,it is believed, bea signaljfor a 
rising in Spain and this will be followed by 
agitation in Italy and by a general upheaval 
of social forces throughont Europe. 

The militant attitude of the Portuguese gov- 
ernment towards England over the Zam- 
besi dispute, is recognized here as necessary to 
strengthen the position ot the king of Portugal 
at home, where any accidental failure of 
strength at this moment wceuld be made much 
of in the interest of the radical party. 

Prince Bismarck, according toa report afloat 
in ministerial circles, has written directly to 
the marquis of Salisbury, expressing hope that 
nothing will be ;done to humiliate the Portu- 
guese ministry, in view of the imperial catas- 
trophe in Brazil and the position of the mon- 
archy in Portugal—face to face with similar 
forces to these that cast down Dom Pedror. 

. ‘ ENGLAND AND PORTUGAL. 

An article in the National Zeitung appealing 
to the forbearance of the English gove:inment, 
says Zerpa Pinto, like other agents ef Portu- 
gal, may go beyond his instructions. but a 
statesman looking beyond the special case will 
see that other interests than those relating to 
the possession of African territory should have 
immediate consideration. The youth of the 
prince who has just ascended the Portuguese 
throne, his relationship to Queen Victoria and 
the conservative tendency of the marquis of 
Salisbury’s policy should altogether assure 
such a calm adjustment of the dispute as will 
not add to the difficulties in the way of King 
Carlos, 

A Zeitung article indicates that Bismarck 
favors the English claims in the difference 
between the powers. Official bias is evident 
to®warn England. This is due chiefly to the 
intimate relations of the courts and a general 
concurrence in the foreign policy, but also 
furthered by attempts of the French press to 
foment an irritation in Portugal against Eng- 
land. Some German official experience with 
Zerpa Pinto goes acertain way toward con- 
firming the opinion that the Portuguese have 
made a mistake. Zerpa Pinto was the officer 
who, while Portugal consul at Zanzibar, 
caused the capture of the sultan’s yacht bya 
Portuguese cruiser. German intervention, in 
that case, at first supported Pinto, but ended 
with the admission that the sultan had been 
wronged, and the quarrel had originated 
entirely in the reckless rashness of Zerpa 
Pinto. Just now, the injustice of Engiand’s 
demenids is regarded as of no importance to the 
government here, and little interest is felt, 
gave in the possibility that the dispute, if it is 

against the king, may afford the re- 
publicans in Lisbon a lever with which to 
overturn the monarchy. In that phase, it 
gauses some anxiety. 
THE GERMAN COLONISTS CONTENT. 
Advices received at Hamburg from prov- 
ince of Rio Grande do Sul, in Brazil, are en- 
tirely contrary to the opinion that the Ger- 
man colonists desired the protection of the 
Fatherland. They appear to be content to 
await events and hopeful that the federated 
republic will increase general prosperity. They 
desire to see a fully developed self-government 
or state sovereightyin the province and be- 
Ifeve that the republican constitutional con- 
vention will grant this and will accord to them 
an enlarged control of provincial finances. All 
this accorded they count upon growth in the 
hew world of a great German free state. The 
official world here is disappointed by this ad- 
hesion of the colonists to the republic. 
THE SOCIALIST BILL. 

The recent strike at Luckenwalde was di- 
rectly due to the Berlin committee. The agi- 
tation thus active and demonstrative. will be 
the basis of Prince Bismarck’s argument in his 
forthcoming appeal to the richstag to pass the 
socialist bill entirely as itstands and without 
enfeebling qualifications. The government 
expects to make pressure enough upon the 
mational liberals to force a withdrawal of their 
opposition. There are signs in the national 
liberal press that that party will accept the 
expulsion clause. The truth of the position is 
that the national liberals believe that they 
have done enouzh fo justify themselves to 
their constituents before the election and 
they will now yield to the demads of the 
chancellor. 

Aithough the mandate of the reichstag 
expires on February 21st, there is some doubt 

. about the date of the elections. The journals 
are discussing the constitutional right of the 
government to delay until autumn, the con- 
vening of the new reichstag. The renewal of 
the agreement or coalition programme, known 
as the Cartel, has prevented some lively 
disputes between the deputies of the allied 
groups. The more liberal end of the combina- 
tion is accused of making itself subservient to 
the royal will, and the emperor is imagined as 
author of the programme—wits saying 
that he originated it by sayingin the style of 
Louis XIV, ‘‘Cartel est mon plaisir.” In the 
disputes of party Ammerstein, manager of the 
Kreuz Zeitung has, with Stolp, one 
of the candidates in favor of Ex-Minister 
Puttkamor opposed the national liberal can- 
didate at Beedsfold. Thereupon the national. 
liberals and ultra conservative newspapers 

have fallen foul of one another and the na- 
tional liberals accuse the conservatives of hav- 
ing entered into secret nogotiations with the 
progressists to work elections in a number of 

_ @gistricts against the national liberals. |

MORMON MONEY, 


The Curious Currency Used by the Latter- 
Day Sainta. 
From the 8t. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

If you go into the principal office’ of the 
tithing house you will see a tall, young man hand- 
ling what looks like money. He is behind a counter 
and the counter is protected by a high railing. The 
man glances througa the window, then looks down 
at the bills, and then goes on thumbing them likea 
bank teller. He goes io and from a big safe, carry- 
ing bundles done up just as bills are, with little 
bands of brown paper pinned about them. 

Sometimes the young man doesn’t stop to count, 
but takes the amount on the brown slip as correct 
and passes out the money, Itis the tithing scrip. 
It is used to facilitate the handling of the gmin and 
hay and live stock and produce whieh come in. If 
you pick up one of these you will find it very much 
like a bank note in appearance. In one upper 
corner is the number of the bill. In the lower left- 
hand corner is the hoc signo of Mormonism, a bee- 
hive.:« = ; 

The face of the bil! reads: “General tithing store- 
house. Good only for merchandise and produce at 
the general tithing storehouse, Salt Lake City, 
Utah.” Each note bears the signature of the pre- 
siding bishop. On the back isthe denomination 
again, anda vignette ofthe new temple at Salt 
Lake City, The back also bears the wording: ‘‘This 
note is not current except in the merchandise and 
produce departments of the general tithing store- 
house.’’ The engraving is well executed and the 
printing is well done. The bills vary in color, 

There are greenbacks for one department of the 
tithing house, brownbacks for another and so on. 
By using this scrip the: church is able to create a 
market for considerable quantities of the tithing. 
This scrip is given out in dispensing charity, It is 
used for paying for work ou the temple so far as the 
workmen can make. use of it. Employes of the 
tithing honse receive their salaries or allowances 
partly in scrip. In numerous ways the Mormon 
money geta into circulation.

MALTETOA IS KING, 


Peace Reigué on 
Ielands. ag 
Apia, Samoa, December 7, Per Steamer 
Alameda, to San Francisco, December 21.— 
King Malietoa has at last been formally recog- 
nized as ruler of Samoa by the consuls of. the 
United States and Germany. About. a 
month ago the consuls issued a proclamation, 
declaring that the Berlin conference had 
agreed to recognize Malietoa as king, and ad- 
vising the natives to acknowledge him as 
such. Tamasese replied to this proclamation 
by saying that his followers were willing that 
such a course should be taken. Malietoa and 
Mataafa agreed to thé suggestions of consuls 
and native chiefs of the islands, also signed 
= decument acknowledging Malietoa as 
ng. 
As soon as the Samoans had come to this 
agreement preparations were made for an offi- 
cial announcement of Malietoa’s authority. 
Accordingly on December 5th, Maletoa’s flag 
was hoisted in sight of the old government” 
house, and the United States man-of-war 
Adams fired a salute of twenty-one guns in its 
honor. The German man-of-war Saphie, 
which was lying in the harbor, did not firea 
salute. The consuls held a conference the 
same evening and signed a proclamation de- 
claring that the governments of the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany from this 
time will recognize Malietoa gs}king of Samoa. 
The proclamation also adviked that the two 
native parties which have been hitherto 
opposed to each other to effect an ulti- 
mate reconsideration as soon as possible and 
contribute to the peaceful management of the 
new Samoan government. This proclamation 
was signed by Dr. Steubet, German consul; 
General H. De Coetlogan, British consul, and 
W. Blacklock, United States vice-consul. It 
was printed in the English and Samoan 
languages and posted in various parts of the 
island. The opinion is generally expressed 
that this action on the part of the three con- 
suls is the ultimate settlement of the Samoan 
difficulty.

THE NATIONAL ELECTION LAW. 
. Instead of appointing a special committee 
to formulate a national election law, Speaker 
Reed arranged it soin the appointment of his 
committees that the committee on elections of 
the president and congress will have charge of 
that matter. He has placed on it some of the 
gtrongest materialiin the republican ranks, in- 
‘@luding Henry Cabot Lodge as chairman ; 
‘Rowell, chairmanof the elections committee; 
‘Stewart, of Vermont ; McComas, of Maryland, 
and. Henderson, of Iowa; while among the 
democrats, Hemphill, of South Carolina, is, 
perhaps, the only man familiar enough with 
the southern situation to make any sort of 
fight against the partisan’ measure this com- 
mittee is sure to formulate.

@geem 30 favorable as they were a few weeks 
ago. It seems probable that some of the re. 
publicans from New York or Illinois, who 
‘want the world’s fair, will agree to vote against 
the national election law to get southern votes 
for the fair. 
E THE SURPLUS GOING. 
. It looks as if the surplus is going to be knocked 
‘@ut completely this session, whether there be 
tariff reduction ornot. Already the senate com- 
mittee have reported favorably the Blair edu- 
fational bill and the direct tax bill. The 
Blair bill calls for about seventy million and 
the direct tax bill the mere bagatelle of sev- 
enty million. Then the dependent pension 
bill will boom up, and a number of other 
6pecial steals are gaining headway. Indeed, 
at seems highly probable that this congress 
will run the pension appropriations up about 
' twenty or twenty-five million more, making 
the tota] amount paid out in pensions annually 
over one hundred million. Then the river and 
harbor bill will run over twenty million, and 
there are hundreds of schemes that need ap- 
propriations, including the world’s fair, 
which wants about fifteen million. Indeed, 
the republicans will have ample chance to 
knock out the surplus without touching the 
tariff.

Mr. Morgan offered a resolution calling on 
the president of the United States for copies 
of all correspondence between the United 
States and Brazil, and of all other papers on 
file in the state department relating to the 
recent change of government of Brazil, and 
said that he dosired to submit some remarks,

paepore. 

_ Mr. Morgan—I regard this movement (to go 
into executive session) as a deliberate attempt 


tocutus off from ny consideration of the | 


resolution (the one debated yesterday) ; and as 
the senator from Ohio is chairman of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations,to which committee 
motion has been made to refer it, I don’t think 
he is justified in this course of action. I propose 
on his motion to go into executive session, to 
test the question whether or not there isa 
voting quorum here, because if we are not to 
have any consideration in this side of the 
chamber, I sball insist that .the 
other side suffer just as much by 
that form of _ tactics as we do. 

Mr, Sherman disclaimed the imputation and 
said that if the Brazilian resolution could be 
debated and voted upon he had not tho least 
objection, but there was no quorum present to 
decide any question. 

Mr. Morgan admitted that in the absence of 
& quorum his resolution to recognize the 
republic of Brazil would necessarily go over 
till after the holidays, but he desired that the 
information called for in the resolution, which 
he offered might be obtained for the purpose 
of informing the country of the situation of 
the Brazilian question in the state department. 
But he wished to submit, in connection with 
it, astatement from H. W. Hilliard, of At- 
lauta, Ga., (former minister to Brazil) which 
he had received from that gentleman this 
morning in the shape of an interview in the 
Augusta Chronicle. ‘He also wished to submit 
a speech of Mr. Mendonca, of Brazil, (as re- 
ported in the morning papers) in response to 
the toast “America all republican.” (Do- 
livered at a banquet in New Yewk.) 

Mr. Sherman said that he had no objection 
to the adoption of the resolution just offered, 
ifit were acted upon, without discussion. 

Mr. Morgan—If the senator will allow me 
to putintothe Record this communication from 
Mr. Hilliard, and also a statement, which I 
wiil add-—— 

Mr. Sherman—I do not think it fair for the 
senator todo that. Let him put Mr. Hilliard’s 
statement in the Record. 

Mr. Morgan persisted no further, but fur- 
nished to the official reporters copies of the 
papers containing Mr. Hilliard’s statement 
and Mr. Morgan’s speech, and then his reso- 
lution calling for the correspondence was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Spooner offered a substitute for Mr. 
Morgan’s resolutions as to the recognition of 
the Brazilian republic to be referred to com- 
mittee on ‘foreign relations. It declares that 
the action of the president, in according 
diplomatic recognition to the  pres- 
ent provisional government of Brazil and 
in instructing United States ministers to 
extend, onthe part of this government,a cor- 
dial and formal recognition of the new repub- 
lic as soon as a majority of the people of Brazil 
should have signified their assent to its estab- 
lishment, and the maintenance merited and 
received the unqualified approbation of con- 
gress. 

Mr. Morgan suggested that there was some- 
thing in Mr. Spooner’s proposition to point a 
moral and adorn a tale. 

Mr. Call gave notive that immediately, after 
the holiday recess he would ask the senate to 
take from the table the resolution offered by 
him for the appointment of a committee to re- 
port the henislation necessary for the protec- 
tion of the people in their right to homes on 
public lands of the United States in Florida 
and elsewhere. 

Mr. Teller gave alike notice in reference to 
his resolution for open sessions of the senate. 

The senate then proceeded to the considera- 
tion of executive business, and, at 2:45 o’clock, 
adjourned till Monday, January 6.

He had learned that this was a mistake, and 
that Mr. Clancy’s salary had been $1,500. He, 
therefore, moved to reconsider the vote by 
which the resolution was adopted, in order that 
the house might determine whether it would 
reduce Mr. Hill’s salary to $1,500 or increase 
Mr. Claycn’s to $2,000. 

The vote having been reconsidered, Mr. 
Holman, of Indiana, moved to reduce Mr. 
Hill’s salary to $1,500, and he urged the 
necessity of preserving economy in the ex- 
penditures of public money. 

Mr. Mills said that that was the same old 
speech he had been listening to for the last 
sixteen years. Every session, the house was 
treated to a speech on economy, which was to 
be applied to the oflicers of the house, and the 
smaller officers of the government; but, when- 
ever it comes to applying economy to the @x- 
penditure of hundreds of thousands or mil- 
lions of dollars, the eloquence of the gentie- 
man was lost to the country. Could 
the American people be protected 
from excessive expenditures only by 
cutting down the salary of some poor 
fellow about the honse of representatives. He 
had fought against the reduction of pay of the 
house and the increase of pay of officers of the 
senate, which the gentleman from Indiana, as 
a member of the commiltee on appropriations, 
had permitted to be done year after year. He 
believed in common with all English speaking 
peeple, thatthe American house of representa- 
tives was the breath of the neople, and he be 
lieved in maintaining its dignity, power and 
equai rights. [Applause.] If he should ever 
succeed in getting to the senate there would 
be somebody in the senate who would still feel 
that he was kin to American democracy, and 
that this house should be preserved in equal 
dignity and equal rights to the senate. 

Mr. Holman said that if the gentiemen in- 
tended to practice economy they must begin 
with the details which came before congress 
for consideration. The dignity of the house 
had been assailed during the last six years, 
when Mr. Clancy had been receiving $1,500. 
Had the gentleman from Texas felt it neces- 
sary in order to preserve the dignity of the 
house during those six years to increase the 
salary? ifthe house had been more consid- 
erate in the expenditure of public money than 
the senate had been, * was to the great honor 
and dignity of this body. . 

Mr. Taen’s motion was agreed to—96, 70— 
and the resolution, as amended, adopted.

Aud They Call Upon the United States 
Senate to Reject His Nomination to a 
Federal Office in Alabama. 


BirmMtncuam,Ala., December 21 .—[Special. ] 
A mass meeting of colored republicans was 
held in this city last night, to take steps to 
prevent the confirmation by the senate of 
Lewis A. Parsons, appointed district attorney 
for the middle and north Alabama district by 
President Hatrison, and Ben Walker United 
States marshal of the middle and south Ala- 
bama district.

Whereas, Said Parsons at the last republican 
state convention, at Montgomery,Alabama, in May, 
1888, in‘a speech in open convention, used language 
in substance as follows: “I will never attend 
auother republican convention in which the negro 
is allowed to participate, so help me God.’ The 
white league movement and the oath aforesaid 
being in full accord with his past record 
how, therefore, be it 

Resolved 1,By the colored citizens of Birmingham. 
Ala.,in mass convention assembled,as follows: First, 
that it is the sense of this meeting that the appoint- 
ment of said Parsons wasa mistake; that his con< 
firmation by the senate 

WOULD BE AN INSULT 
to the colored voters of the United States,and would 
produce a serious loss of voters to the republican 
party in all the states. ) 

2 That the said Parsons's white league movement 
is a direct stab at the rights, privileges and citizen- 
ship of the colored people, and an attempt to re- 
verse the results of the late war and to nullify the 
constitution and laws of the United States under 
which we hold our civil and political rights. 

3. That we, in the name of more than a million 
loyal colored republican voters who have always 
been true to the party, do respectfully,but earnestly 
protest against the confirmation of the said Parsons, 
ana rvay that his nomination be rejected. 

4. That a copy of this nream hie and resolutions be 
forwarded to Hon. George Edmunds, chaimean of 
the judiciary committee, with the request that he 
lay the same before the senate.

How Speaker Reed Distributed the Chair- 
manships of Committees. 

WASHINGTON, December 21.—-The western 
states received a lion’s share at the hands of 
Speaker Reed in the matter of chairmanships, 
getting twenty-nine out of fifty-six places. 
Next in order come the middle states, with 
sixteen chairmanships; New England states, 
with seven; Pacific Slope, with three, and the 
south with but one—Bromer, of North Caro- 
lina, the committee on expenditures in 
the postottice department.

“RICHMOND'S APPEAL: 


FORTHE HONOR OF GUARDING MR. 
DAVIS’S REMAINS. 


RESOLUTIONS AT A MASS MEETING 


The Governor of the State Instructed to Com- 
municate With Mrs. Davise—Speeches 
of Lee and Wise. 


Ricumonp, Va., December 21.—Mozart 
Academy of Music tonight was packed with 
people to give expression, by their presence 
and votes, to the scheme which is on foot to 
raise money fora monument to the memory 
of Jefferson Davis, as well as to signify their 
desire tu have the body of the lamented dead 
finally interred in this city. Soldiers in uni- 
form, confederato veterans and civilians eom- 
posed the audience. 

Mayor Ellison called the meeting to order. 
Rev. M. D. Hoge, of the Presbyterian church, 
delivered a beautiful invocation, after which 
Governor Lee was introduced as chairman. 
Governor Lee. Major Charles J. Stringfellow, 
General Peyton Wise, Rev. J. L. M. Currey 
and Rey. J. William Jones addressed the 
audience. 


THE RESOLUTIONS. 
The ‘following resolutions, prepared by the 


committee, were unanimously adopted : 

Like the ripe oak in the stillnesss of the forest, a 
great man has fallen. Jefferson Davis, of Missis- 
sippi, a laureled officer in the army, secretary of 
war, senator of the United States and late president 
of the confederate states, having added the crown- 
ing grace of a Christian life to the sturdy strength 
of his natural manhood, has been gathered to his 
fathers. He had not merely been a representative 
of the cause of the southern people; he had not 
only, when this fatied, took our burdens upon him- 
selt and suffered in our stead, but he was a type of 
| whatever is best and truest in southern character,of 
its undying love of charity; its unswerving 
devotion to law and order; its uncompromising 
adherence to principle; itsgentleness and gaflaniry; 
itssimplicity and good faitb, and its chivalrous 
defence of women and children, and of whatever 
is weak against whatever is strong. 

We, citizens of Richmond, in mass meeting as- 
trembled, come, therefore, tonight lovingly to praise 
him—not singly to mourn him, but to make memo- 
rials of him and to rejoice that God gave bim to us as 
an example and an inspiration forever;and we come, 
too, without apology, without defiance, with aflec- 
tionate regard for our fellow citizens everywhere; 
but with special love for him, to commend: his 
charicter to all America as one to be reverentially 
[ee tt and which, in the special respect of stern 

delity to honest conviction, is altogether admira- 
ble and giorious. 

With these sentiments, and proud and grateful to 
have them in use, we resolve 

1. That as Richmond, as the capital of the confed- 
leaerate siftes, and the place where bis high man- 
hood and statesmauchip, his stainless probity and 
glad self-sacrifice for the southern people were most 
conspicuously illustrated,’’ Richmond, on behalf of 
all southern people, should be the spot where his re- 
mains shall be tenderly guarded and where the 
statue (now gladly pledged rising above them) shall 
teach tosouthern youth that not worldly success, but 
duty done atevery hazard, upon every field, and 
being every inch a man—in evil report as in good 
report—through al) suffering of body and mind are 
the real goals of the Christian gentleman. 

2. We humbly pray the beloved widow of our 
great chief to give those remains to ug for such dis- 
posal of them. 

% That the governor of Virginia, who is chair- 
man of this meeting, be requested to convey our 
aciion to Mrs. Davis, 

General Wise in submitting the resolution 
on behalf of the committee said: 

Mr. Chairman. In presenting these resolutions I 
desireon behalf of the committee to say that 
while they may lack in grace of expression 
they do not fail, and we do 
not intend that they should fallin the fire of devo- 
tion for the rest and for myself, I wantto say now, 
‘as please @>d, I shallsay with my latest breath, 
that the people of Jefferson Davis are my people, 
and his God is my God. That the people produced 
in him for he was of them as well asin them--a 
strong, sturdy, earnest, honest, man. That God 
made him what some one, with reverence and 
praise has said, that Christ was atrue gentleman, 
His remains that may be, and as we pray will be, 
consigned tous, will inevitably growto be dust. 
Any monument which we may erect to him will 
certainly crumble into ruip, but the ideal he has 
furnished will stand armored cap-a-pie for the lib- 
erties of bis people. All hail toit! We greet it for 
the glad coming time as for ourselves.”’ 

Governor Lee spoke as follows: 

Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen—When the 
messenger of death, flying with electric wing, from 
the crescent city to Virginia, brought to us her re- 
cent sad tidings, the hand of mourning touched the 
heart strings of our people, and they are still vibrat- 
ing with genuine grief, to the accompanying voice 
of the mother commonwealth. How hath the mighty 
fallen—aye, his shadow has been cast over our 
plains and valleys; our rivers roll troubled tothe 
sea, a covering cloak of gloom has o’erspread our 
towns and cities; sorrow’s cloud has tipped our 
mountain tops, Virginia weeps for Jefferson Davis. 
How appropriate is her lamenta'ions. Bound as she 
has been to constitutional government from 
the early formation of the republic, py the 
sword of Washington, the pen of 
Jefterson, the voice of Henry, the wisdom of Mason 
and the efforts of Madison, in and out of federal 
conventions that constructed constitutions, and 
mixed with the very marrow of her bones, is the 
knowledge that in constructing that instrument in 
Philadelphia, in a body presided over by one of her 
sons, and in the ratification by herafterwards, there 
wasno denialof her right to withdraw from the 
union, then formed, when she shonld decide to do 
ao, and believing, too, in that sentence of the dec- 
laration of independence, drafted by another soa, 
that it is the right of the people to alter or abolish 
any form of government “that becomes in their 
opinion destructive to life, liberty and the pursuit 
ef happiness,’’ and tnostitutea new government, 
Virginia was in thorough accord with the constitu - 
tional construction of which Mr. Davis was 
80 conspicuous a defender. It was easy, 
then, in ’61, for Virginia to exclaim, ‘“‘Whither thou 
goest I will go, and where thy lodgest I wiil lodge; 
A shall be my people, aud thy God my 
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Tonight this splendid assemblage, in gathering to 
pay homage to his memory, speaks in no uncertain 
tones to the country that our people were to the end 
his people, and that God. who looks down from His 
throne of mercy beyond the blue dome above, and 
binds up the broken hearts of the sorrowing wife 
and children, is the same God to whom we bow in 
To submission to the exercise of His divine 
Will. 

Do you ask me if Virginia honors Davis? Ask if 
sho admires courage in a soldier, patriotism in a 
representative, couscientiousness in a cabinet of- 
ficer, integrity in a sevator, fearless fidelity and un- 
affected piety in all that constitutes a 
Christian gentleman. If Kentucky pros 
duced this hero, we do not forget 
that she was the daughter of Virginla. If Mississippi 
was his adapted state, we remember that she was 
Virginia's sis er—chained to her by loving links of 
the mighty past; bound by holy memovriesof the 
present and united heart to heart in the great future 
unrolling before us. 

Governor Lee eloquently alluded to Mr. 
Davis’s services in Mexico, and said: 

Perish then sectional hate in the narrow mind of 
the mover of the resolution that he alone should be 
excluded from the benefits of the Mexican pensisgn: 
for weil could Mr. Davis reply to him, as Uncle 
Toby said to the fly, “Go, little wretch, there is 
room in the world for you and I." Away, too, for- 
ever, with the phiful prejudice in the heart of the 
man who ordered his name to be chiselled from the 
stone which commemorated his successful efforts in 
erecting the biidge across the Potomac 
above Washington. What matters it now 
to the people of the south he did to promote the 
glory of the United States; that there is not magna- 
nimity enough left to conform to the usual custom 
of putting at balf mast the flag over the department 
of the government, he did so much to adorn. So the 
flag of their affection floats, so h'gh above such an 
action, and is so richly draped in the habiliaments 
of mourning at his death. |Applause.] 

I know when the passions of men are inflamed 
reason departs, I know among the clash of arms, 
laws are silent.

WRECKS ON THF RAIL.

in the works. The gas was cut offand the 
men were engaged all through the night mak- 
ing repairs.

While so doing, with a lantern, the gas 
was ignited and an explosion instantly oc- 
curred, killing Will Gath and Lewis Guthrie, 
and slightly wounding twoothers.

4 RAILROAD FIREMAN MEETS 4 
HOkRIBLE DEATH. 


THIRTY CARS PASS OVER HIS’ BODY 


J. M. Sifford. of Charlotte, Falls Under s 
Richmond and Danville Freight Train 
—A Narrow Escape From Collision. 


CuHaARLorttTre, N. C., December 21.—[Special.] 
A most horrible as well as deplorable accident, 
occurred on the Richmond and Danville rail-: 
road, this morning,

just this side of Black’s station, at four 
o'clock, Sifford told the conductor that al- 
though he felt no better, he would go and help 
fire until they got over the grade. He looked 
so pale as he started to leave the 
caboose that the kind hearted conductor 
advised that he remain, and not go, but he 
started for the engine. The conductor says he 
could not possibly have crossed more tham 
two or three cars before he felt the train jerk, 
and jar, and he knew something on the track 
was being run over. The conductor at once 
rushed across the thirty cars of his train to the 
engine, and the train was stopped as soon a# 
possible, but not until its hadrun nearly @ 
mile. When the signals had been put out, 
and everything was ready to go back for the 
corpse, another long freight train was heard 
COMING THUNDERING UPGRADE, 

It was signaled down, and the conductor 
said when he was coming up the grade, the 
wheels of his train slipped terribly aa 
they passed a certain spot. This 
proved to be caused by the great quan- 
tity of blood from the dead fireman's 


body which had covered the track. When the 


train Rxew went back to the spot, they almost 
fainted as their eyes fell upon the mutilated 
body, which was cut and torn and bruised inte 
a@ hundred pieces, and lay scattered about in @ 
big pool of blood. It is supposed that the 
young man fainted when crossing the cars 
which caused him to fall. At least thirty cars 
passed over his body.

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THE ORIGIN OF CHRISTMAS. 


.From the New York Mail and Express. 

It is now nearly nineteen hundred years 
since the star of the nativity halted over the 
fields of Bethlehem, where a thousand years 
before that David, sling in hand, tended his 
father’s flock, nigh where Saul was crowned 
king, and around and about where Israelite 
and Philistine had met inthe clash of battle. 

It was not given to men to know that a 
greater than David had come to earth. Not 
even to the wise men from the East was it 
given to know that centuries after that night 
couutless millions would be joining in celebra- 
tion of the coming of that babe whom they saw 
in the stable in the old hamlet on this historic 
plain. Indeed, it was long after the enact- 
ment of the mighty tragedy on Calvary, after 
Paul and Peter and the rest had worked and 
passed over to join their Master, that any 
thought of celebrating the nativity of the Sav- 
ior’ arose. 

The actual date of theinstitution of Christ- 
mas day as a feast day is indeed obscure. The 
best authorities have it that it was established 
by a decretal letterof Pope Telesplioras, The 
date of Sthe decree is uncertain, but as this 
pepe died A. D, 138 one can make some sort 
of a guess. 

The reasons for making the birthday of 
Christ a feast day were many. One reason, 
however, was found in the sacrilegious man- 
ner in which the Saturnalia, the old Roman 
festival in honor of Satan, was celebrated. 
This festival occurred in December at about 
the time that Christmas now occurs, and 
under the Roman emperors who reigned at 
the time of the death of Christ it was a 
saturnalia in all that the term implies, be- 
ginning on the 18th of December and lasting 
several days. Feasting, revelry and the most 
sacrilegious feasts and festivities were free] 
indulged in by all, the distinctions of ran 
being for the time forgotten and the utmost 
freedom permitted to all classes, no business 
whatever being done while the Saturnalia 
lasted. 

Fhat such heathen festivisies should be dis- 
tasteful to the early Christians is not surprising, 
and so it was that Christmas was instituted as 
a Christian feast day in honor of Christ. The 
Saturnalia as a feast day is gone and forgotten, 
put Christinas we have still with us, and are 
likely to have for all time. 

To us Christmas means the 25th of Decem- 
ber, and the 25th of December means Christ- 
mas. Thethought of observing Christmas on 
any other day would seem more than queer 
now. It was notso when Christmas was first 
instituted. It was, in fact, at that time the 
most moveable of feast days. In. £.ct,. were 
was a good Aea' c*;anccrramty und a good deai 
cf-disétission among the wise men as to the ex- 
act date of the birth of Christ. And so no 
fixed date was settled on. 

It was not untif the fourth century that the 
25th of December was finally fixed as being 
the date of the Nativity. At the instance of 
Cyril of Jerasalem an investigation was had. 
The theologians of the east and the west made 
a careful inquiry, and, after studying the 
tables of the censors at Rome, it was agreed 
that December 25th was the date of the birth 
of Christ. The opinion was, by no means, 
unanimous, we are told, but the bulk of it was 
in favor of December 25th, and December 25th 
it was, andis yet. Andit is becauseof the 
decision of the wise men who settled the day 
for us some fifteen hundred years ago that we 
are now celebrating Christmas on the 25th of 
December. 

If the British parliament had been allowed 
to have its way, however, we might not be 
celebrating Christmas at all, for some two 
centnries ago that ancient body met in stately 
conclave and solemnly decided that Christ- 
mas day must go. So they formally abolished 
it. Butit bidn’t gofor all this. It is still 
with us. It is but just to say, however, that 
there was some reason for criticising the 
mannerin which Christmas wascelebrated a 
couple of hundred years ago. 

In those days the ‘‘Lords of Misrule’”’ and 
the ‘‘Barons of Unreason’’ used to have full 
sway, and there were times when the Christ- 
mus festivities were far from edifying, to say 
the least. A check was given to such festivi- 
ties by the act of §parliament and by the utter- 
ances of various religious authorities, and it 
may be that Christmas day was the better 
for it. 

Whatever may have been the ups and downs 
of Christmas day, however, it has survived 
them all. Coupting from the time of its insti- 
tution morethan seventeen hundred years 
have passed. But Christmasis as hale and 
jolly as ever, Whois there who will not be 
happy in its presence, or who will not be found 
ready to sing with the Waits of ye olden @me,

THE. ALABAMA TOWN 


WHICH IS NOW FORGING INTO 


PROMINENCE. 


Troy Promises to Become the Metropolis of 
North Alabama-—The Progress of Her 
Business and Business Men. 


Troy, Ala., December 21.—[Special.]|—Troy 
is the capital of Pike county, Alabama. Itis 
situated on a spur of the Chunnenuggee ridge, 
and, like that celebrated freak of nature, its 
soil is composed largely of sand, but not to so 
great anextent. Troy is six hundred feet, by 
railroad measurement, above the sea level, 
and is fifty miles sonth .by east from Mont- 
gomery, and eighty-five miles south-west of 
Columbus, Ga. Itisthe present. terminus of 
the Mobile and Girard railroad, and ison the 
line of the Alabama Midland, 
which connects Bainbridge, Ga., with 
Montgomery. and runs thence to Tuscaloosa. 
The Alabama Midland is already graded from 
Bainbridge to Troy, and the track is laid trom 
Bainbridge to within four miles of Troy, and 
connection will be effected with Montgomery 
by the middle of February or first of March, 
1890, Troy has 3,500 inhabitants—the whites 

redominating—and her people are sober, in- 

ustrious, frugal and thrifty. Her citizens are 
educated, cultured and refined, hospitable and 
progressive, as-is marked by their churches, 
schools and business enterprises. 

There are seven churclies for the white peo- 
ple. First Baptist, of brick, just completed at 
a cost of $30,000, Second Baptist, Primitive 
Baptist, Presbyterians, Episcopai, and Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South. There are four 
churches belonging to the colored people. The 
— church property is. worth not less than 


The normal school building, built of brick 
two stories high, cost $20,000 and an_ addition 
of equal dimensions is now contemplated and 
will doubtless be completed in the near 
future. This building is used for the higher 
and normal white classes, and regular tuition 
is charged. The graded school occupies a 
two-story wood building. In the latter school 
tuition is free, being supported by city taxa- 
tion, a forty-five hundred dollar license from 
two bar rooms, and its prorata of the fund 
raised from the poll tax, which, in Alabama, 
is one dollar and fifty cents per capita, and the 
general school fund from the state appropria- 


tion. The average daily attendgnce at thess 
Schools is fiye.huadréd pupils.

have school facilities sufticient for their imme- 


diate necessities. 

The Troy Fertilizer company manufactures 
8,000 tons of commercial fertilizers annually, 
consisting of ammoniated goods, acid phos- 
phates and cotton seed méal. This company 
runs on full time the whole year round, forthe 
crude rock is shipped here and converted into 
acid phosphates, and. this company also runs 
the only cotton seed oil mill in the town, in 
conjunction with the fertilizer business proper. 
The oil mill has a daily average capacity of 
forty tons. The Troy Fertilizer company em- 
ploys sixty hands, and its weekly pay roll is 
$325. O.C. Wiley is president, James Mur- 
phree, penetra manager; L. H. Bowles, secre- 
tary; J. C. Henderson, treasurer. 

he Troy Iron works is the outgrowth of a 
private euterprise, having been incorporated 
the present year, with W. J. Henderson pres-— 
ident, W. H. Allison secretary and P. H. iaf- 
fitean general manager. This company makes 
ordinary machinery, manufactures engines, 
repairs boilers and similar work. It works 
ten handsand controls the ice factory which has 
a capacity of six tons daily. This factory was 
run a short while in 1889, simply as a test, pre- 
paratory toa full time effect to begin about 
March 1, 1890. The iron works and factory 
aon about $75,000. 

Vith Lawrence Gellersted, president. M. 
W. Wright, secretary, the Troy Shoe 
factory was incorporated in July, 1889, and 
began business in October following. This 
plant cost $15,000, the factory being of brick 
and equipped with the latest and best im- 
proved machinery. It has a daily capacity of 
500 pairs daily, butis turning out only 150 
pairs shoes at present. It is making no grade 
higher than the ‘planters’ shoe, selling for 
about $18 per dozen.. Tha factory. purchasts 
its leather in Athensand Gainsevilte, Ga.; has 
fifteen employes and a twelve horse power 
engine runs the machinery and heats the es- 
tablishment. The outlay put into this enter- 
prise is $15,000. 

@The Henderson Knitting mills is

not yetin operation. It wiil begin business 
by the 10th of January, 1890. This enterprise 
is capitalised at $30,000. The main building 
is of brick, two stories high. 55 by 110 feet, 
and is driven by a fifty horse boiler and forty 
horse power engine. The mills will employ 
about sixty hands, mostly females, witha 
$420 weekly pay roll. Shirts, drawers and 
hosiery will constitute the class of work turned 
out by these mills, and the daily capacity will 
be from fifty to sixty dozen. Charles Hender- 
son is president, F. H. Crane, general mana- 
ger, with the secretary’s placé to be filled. 

There are two planing millsin Troy witha 
daily capacity each of six to eight thousand 
feet of dressed lumber. These planers match 
flooring, ceiling and make moulding and scroll 
work. Each planer has a twenty-five horse 
power engine as its motor. The amount in- 
vested in this business is $5,500. 

One giunery here gins and presses eight 
hundred bales of cotton per season, and ig at- 
tached to one of the planing mil!s mentioned 
above. There is a cigar manufactory in Troy 
that makes hand-made cigars. The factory 
employs eight hands and turns out eight hun- 
dred cigars per day. There are seven cotton 
warehouses with a storaze capacity of 
15,000 to 20,000 bales. Troy  re- 
ceives 35,000 bales cotton annually, making 
ten bales, or $450 per capita for each of her 
citizens, white onl colored, o!d and young, and 
does a total business of more than two millions 
of dollars annually. 

The city has two hotels that can accommo- 
date comfortably one hundred and fifty guests 
between them. Hereis an excellent opening 
for a progresstve, enterprising man to buiid a 
good hotel, ample in its rooms, convenient in 
jts arrangement, atid comfortable in its man- 
agement, that will prove a paying invest- 


ent. 

Troy has hadjforjseveral years water works‘on 
asmall scale. A small engine pumped from a 
spring a half mile away, a daily supply of 
about five thousand gallons. A few days since 
the mayor and council granted a very desirable 
franchise to Jamos M. Langley & Co., of New 
York. This company is to file its bond within 
thirty days: to begin work within ninety days 
and to have the system completed in twelve 
months. 

A charter for a street railroad has been 
granted toa resident company in Troy and 
the building of the road isa question of the 
future. It seems, however, that unless small 
cars are used the narrow streets and steep 
grades will sadly interfere with the venture. 

Thereis one real estate and immigration 
company in Troy with Joseph Folmar presi- 
dent, and Colonel E. B. Wilkinson, secretary. 
This company, however, gives most of its at- 
tention to city real estate. 

Only think what a bonanza exists here in 
the institution known as the Farmers’ and 
MecRanics’ bank. No competition § in 
any other shape interferes with 
its operations except the  postofiice 
in the small matter of money orders and postal 
notes.

Mr. Oglesby does not deal in generalitiés, 
but comes to the point—which is the better 
way to discuss these differences between the 
merchants and other shippers and the rail- 
roads. 

The railronzd authorities claim that they 
are doing allin their power to remedy the 
evils heretofore complained of, and further 
that freight is hauled now cheaper than it 
ever was in the history of the country. 

This may all be true, and yet injustice be 
Gone localities, or certain classes. The 
railroads claim that Atlanta is unfortu- 
nately located, and that it is on top of the 
ridge, so to speak. Be that as it may, it 
has been sought by these roads as a fine 
place to build roads to; it did not cost any 
more to build roads to Atlanta than to 
places north of us better favored.

Brother Blaine Bothered. 

We were enquiring the other day as to the 
whereabouts of Brother Blaine, It now ap- 
pears that while the president has the great 
statesman confined in one of the closets of 
the cabinet, he is occasionally permitted to 
whisper to his friends through the keyhole. 
But it is only occasionally, and the remarks 
that he makes are altogether vague and in- 
definite, 

As the result of one of these recent key- 
hole interviews, we learn that Brother 
Blaine is looking forward to 1892, at which 
time, if Mr. Harrison will give his consent, 
the Maine statesman will be a candidate for 
president. Brother Blaine has even told 
his friends in a confidential way that Mr. 
Harrison understands the situation and is 
willing to allow events to drift in Brother 
Blaine’s direction, and that he will view 
with satisfaction the development of the 
sentiment in favor of the white plumed 
knight. : 

All this may be very pleasant to Brother 
Blaine’s friends and touters, but it must be 
particularly galling to the man who, two 
years ago, was the ideal of the republican 
masses, and whose name was on every re- 
publican tohgue. He wasthe Man of the 
Time, the Typical American, the Great Re- 
publican Leader, and the Lord knows what 
else; but now he is the knight of the rueful 
countenance who dodges every time the 
president moves his elbow, and who is only 
happy when the president deigns to smile. 

There is stilla rumor to the effect that 
Brother Blaine has a policy, and a Wash- 
ington correspondent, who is behind the 
scenes where the demijohn is hid, announces 
that that policy has some bearing direct 
or remote on our commercial relations with 
South America. Just how pitiful such an 
announcement is can only be appreciated 
by those who remember the virile character 
of the Blaine literature that appeared in 
the newspapers When the Maine statesman 
was supposed to be a candidate. 

The one idea of Brother Blaine’s friends 
now, it seems, is to conciliate Mr. Harrison. 
As a result of this. ‘‘Steve’’ Elkins and 
other prominent Blaine touters are very 
thick with the president. They are nursing 
him, soto speak; they are smoothing his 
feathers and anointing his beard. All these 
things go to show that while Mr. Harrison 
is small enough to be smothered by his 
grandfather’s hat, he is large enough to 
domineer over Brother Blaine. 

It thus happens that the popularity, the 
magnetism and the newspaper greatness of 
Brother Blaine amount to nothing. Mr. 
Harrison has spoken, and hereafter, accord- 
ing tothe Blaine correspondent of the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, the Maine statesman 
will have to depend on his position as the 
head of the ‘‘International American Con- 
gress’ to make his influence’ felt in this 
country. 

It is to be inferred from this that Mr. 
Harrison himself will be a candidate for the 
nomination, else he would not insist on bot- 
tling Brother Blaine. — 


Loose Jury Methods. 

The people of Chicago are wasting too 
much time in abusing Juror Culver for

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


ACCORDING TO THE Chicago Herald, Con- 
gressman Whiting. of Michigan, is about to preset 
a bill which he thinks will be of “‘yital importance 
to theagricultural community of the United States,” 
The farmers, he says, complain that the speculators 
are the first to get hold of the government crop re- 
ports, and that they use the information to the far- 
mers’ disadvantage. He has got a scheme which 
will beat the unscrupulous speculator and protect 
the poor farmers from his greed. He proposes that 
the department of agriculture send the earliest 
copy ofthe report to the chief signal officer, who 
shall telegraph it to the signal service stations 
throughout the country, whence it is to be distri. 
buted to the postofficesand displayed in a conven- 
ient place ina glass frame. Mr. Whiting thinks he 
has hft upon a great idea, but there is not one far- 
merinathousand that kuows or cafes anything 
about the government's crop report, andit would 
not be of the least advantage to him if he did. The 
price of his product is fixed by causes that are en- 
tirely unconnected with the documents issued by 
the department of agriculture, and no information 
from that souree will diminish his taxes. Occa» 
sional bulletins estimating bow much, ina given 
time, be bas paid in tariff taxes would be of far 
more use to him. 


A New York correspondent writes: “A gen- 
eral resort to cremation as a means of disposiug of 
the dead may be prevented by sentiment and habif, 
perhaps, but under some circumstances itis certait 
to meet with favor. Nothing is more convenient 
when the body is to be transmitted to a distance. A

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What about the census in the south? A re- 
cent estimate made by the governors of the south-

THE TREATMENT ATLANTA REG 
CEIVES FROMTHE RAILROADS. 


President Oglesby Explains the Points af 
Issue and Shows the Necessity of Re- BHl¢ 
ing to Merchants of This City. 


The relations of the railroads to the meré 
chants of Atlanta have becn much discussed. 

Mr. J. G. Oglesby, president of the ehamber o2 
commerce, has been for years one of the most activé 
and earnest workers in the efforts made by the Ate 
lanta merchants to prevent rimination agains§ 
Atlanta. 

Mr. Oglesby was seen yesterday by THE ConsrrTu+ 
TION and asked about rebilling. “Ever since thé 
chamber of commerce was organized,” he said, “w@ 
have been trying to secure the rebilling privilege 
which is denied Atlanta, but which some of her 
more successful rivals have enjoyed. So far wa 
have not met with much success, but we still hope." 

“Just what is this rebilling right for which you 
ask?’’ b. 
“Well, its benefit is just this. The right to for} 
ward our purchases—(say a car load of flour 
made north of the Ohio or west of the Mississippiy 
frora Atlanta to our customers in other parts o 
Georgia and the south, and allowing the same tariff 
to apply that would have been charged bad the 
sale and shipment been made direct by the western 
dea lera,’’ 

“But would this not be cutting local rates?’ ; 

“No, it would not in any manner affect local 
freight rates, because it would not apply to sbip¢ 
ments into the local territory immediately around 
Atlanta. It would simply give the Atlanta mer 
chants the opportunity of enlarging their territory, 
and also give them a chance to operate in territory 
which they have paid liberally to secure, but by thé 
working of the present through freight tariff, lost 
not only their money, but lost trade and failed to 
gain new territory which they rightfully expected.’4$ 

“What class of merchants are affected by this lack 
of the rebilling privilege—what class particularly 
needs that right?’’ , 

“It particularly affects all dealers in grain and the 
products of grain. Nashville millers, grain deater§ 
and merchants have, for years, enjoyed the rebilling 
privileges, and are able, therfore, to take from us 
the business which is rightfully-ours, By ‘grairt 
and products of grain,’ I mean everything that the 
grain produces, and the dealers in these commodi- 
ties include all Atlanta grycerymen, forall handl¢@ 
flour, and almost all of them handle grain.”’ 

‘The millers suffer because they are not given the 
milling in transit rates, do they not?” ’ 

‘Yes, and the Akers and Kennesaw failures 
furnishes an excellent casein point. The Nashville 
millers and western millers enjoy that right, an@ 
they fatten at the expense of the millersin other 
parts of the south, Milling-in-transit means the 
right to stop a car of wheat, convertit into flourang 
forward the manufaetured product at the same pro-. 
portionate rate that would have applied if the shipe 
ment had been made by a western miller to th¢ 
southern buyer. 

"Has Atlanta ever had this mght ?”’ ' 

“Once, for a month! We were told that we were to 
have the rebilling rights, and some of our merehantg 
went ahead to prepare for the big increase in busi 
ness, which the increased territory—for that’s whaf 
it means—would bring, and then in one short 
month it was taken away.” ; 

‘What reason do the railroads give for refusing tq 
do as yeu ask?’ | 

‘Originally some of the railroads objected on thd 
grounds that it would lessen their revenue, but w@ 
have shown them time and again that this is nof 
so, and I believe most of them now admit it would 
only cost a slight increase in their clerical expense 
but they claim the extra work would be a littld 
troublesome, so I suppose that is one of the reasonsf 
They also said if Atianta was given the privilege iif 
must also be given Augusta, Macon. etc., hence wa 
would be disappointed in its benefits. To this wa 
replied we were perfectly willing. We do notasM 
for any advantages over our competitors. We feok 
that the system would be a general bapefit to thd 
whrotesute deatere and millers in Georgia, and als@ 
would be advantageous to the retailers and cond 
sumers. There are now many towns and sections ig 
the state whose merchants owing to the through 
freight tariffs now in existence, are forced to pass th@ 
wholesale cities of Georgia, and buy their supplied 
almost exclusively from western houses. Thes@ 
merchants prefer to buy from their near- by markets 
and with this system in force, while it would nog 
take away any of the advantages they now enjoy 
from the west, it would givethem the additionas 
competition of the home markets.’, 

“Would the rebilling privileges violate any law?"4 

“No; so far as I know and believe there is nothing 
in the interstate commerce act, nor in our stat@ 
laws, forbidding it.” 

"You believe, then, that the railroads discrimi- 
nate against Atlanta?” 

‘‘l do, most certainly; but it would require tog 
much time to explain to you at present all the dis-: 
criminating features, besides we are led to believe 
that the trouble will soon be remedied. Atlanta 
fs one of the largest distributing cen‘ers ig 
the south, Her merchants and manufacturerg 
have built up the railroads, and the large volume 
of business they give them should merit considera- 
tion. Chattanooga furnishes an example of favore 
able freight rates. I do not know that Chattanooga 
has tbe rebilling privilege, but she ts given fayore@ 
rates. For several years the railroads have beem 
building up Chattanooga, as anybody who will 
look into the rates—especially those given to mane 
ufacturers—will readily see.’ 

“Do not the citizens and the city help manufa¢e¢ 
turers there?’’ 

“Yes, very liberally, but the railroads do thé 
most, and by giving favored rates make itau ine 
ducement for people to go into manufacturing. Im 
Atlanta it is aifferent, While it may be there is no 
in this city, the same zeal that is manifested by 
some other cities in the south toward encouraging 
enlarged and new manufacturing industries, yet 
the railroads do not favor Atlanta sufficiently 
to justify a desire on the part of capitalists to pus 
their money in manufacturing establishments. Buf 
Chattanooga is not the only example, On the other 
side of us some of our neighboring cities appear to 
stand in favor with the railroads. For instance, in 
order to enable the Macou jobber to divide with up 
our trade on the Atlanta and Florida railroad the 
Central railroad, on freight for that territory, 
quietly cuts the local rate from Macon to Fort Val- 
fifty to seventy-five per cent.” 

‘For this we have made no complaint against the 
Central railroad, In fact, we believe that corpora-, 
tion is only doing its duty towards one of its best 
customers—the city of Macon—but what we need is 
some of this same sort of friendship. The question 
is will we get it? The question isa very important 
one to all interests of this city. Not only are the 
merehants and manufacturers in heavy goods af- 
fected, but also light articles. Atlanta handles 
largely California and Oregon canned goods, which 
comes to Chattanooga and Birminghan on @ 
through rate and are then charged local into At- 
lante. Then we ship out our patent medicines. For 
instance,we pay local rates to Chattanooga and Bir- | 
mingham and the through tariff applies from those 
points. But as just said I can not now undertake 
to go into further details. But you may add that no 
unfriendly or bitter, spirit exists with our people 
against the railroads. All of them have at our in- 
yitation joined our chamber of commerce and as @ 
partofus, We want now to only ask Justice from 
them and somehow, I feel that they are going to 
gire it tous,’

The Piay Is a Farcical Comedy and Is Awful- 
ly Fanny—Star and Company Seen to Ex- 
cellent Advantage. 


Roland Reed’s new play is a success. 

Mr. Reed gare Atlanta the initial performance of 
this play, and Atlanta showed herappreciation by 
filling the opera house to greet her favorite com- 
edian. 

In a word, the audience was carried away by the 
fan which the new play furnishes. Keed is seen at 
his best, and tbe play is excellently cast, every 
character being we)l taketi. 

It was a first night, but ifthe audience had not 
been told of it, they would never have guessed it— 
the piay went sosmoothly. There was not a hitch; 
but had there been, the audience was too busy 
laughing to have noticed it, 

This play marks the return of Roland Reed 
to farcical comedy, in which he has made sucha 
pronounced success in the past. ‘American Assur- 
ance”’ is called a farcical comedy, but in these days 
there is little real difference in the terms used con- 
cerning plays which are tun creators. A conglom» 
eration of fun probably as nearly describes the play 
as any other term that could be used. ‘Lhe central 
figure is Bob Sparkle. Some years before, s0 the 
story runs, Bob has saved the life of an eccentric old 
Englishman, who wasthen visiting in America. 
The Englishman's name is Fioat. Float 
is all gratitude. He insists that 
should his American friend ever visit England he 
must make Floot’s house his beadquarters. Sparkle 
goes to England and the play begins with the ex- 
pectation of the members of Mr. Floyt’s family, who 
arc awaiting the arrival of their American guest. It 
fs a happy family with the young wife and 
daughter. A chambermaid, who has married a 
plumber, but whose marriage has been kept a 
secret; Colonel Bombastes Briggs, an army officer, 
and Miss Anastasia Pringle, a hair dresser, are the 
other principal characters, Sparkle imagines him- 
polf a detective, and at once suspects that 
the daughter is in love with the plum- 
ber aud that the wife is in love 
with the bank cashier. Sparkie tells Float all of 
bis suspicions, The result, of course, is frenay on 
the part of Floot, who rushes off to investigate, 
That isabout all of a story thereis tothe play. 


- The complication growing out of Sparkle’s inpgenu- 


ity as a detective formsthe basis of the fun. It is 
funny—very funny—from the start. The conglom- 
eration of fun creates a conglomeration of laughs, 
and “American Assurance’ does what it is expected 
to do, giving an evening of fun to all who attend. 

As Bob Sparkle, Mr. Reed fs inimitable. The role 
fits him like a glove and gives the opportunity of 
appearing at his funniest. That means everything, 
for Reed at his funniest isthe very emboiiment of 
fun, The play’s success is his, for itis he who 
makes the play. 

There is nothing but commendation for the sup- 
porting company. Mr. Bartram finds in Josiah 
Float a character which suits him admirably, and 
by his excellent interpretation of the role he makes 
it stand out most prominently. Mr. Davies 
was funny and effective as the bombastic 
colonel, Mr. Andrews gives a thoroughly conscien- 
tious rendition of the role of the bank cashier, and 
ad-is to the fun by his imitations of dudish inanity. 
Mr. Julian Reed has the part ofa plumber and does 
it very well indeed, 

The ijadies.are seen to especial advantage. Miss 
Rush, who is certainly one of the most beautiful 
and one ofthe best dressed women on tlie stage, 
appears as the young wife of Mr. Float. It is hard 
to believe that this young lady is new to the stage, 
po excellently does she sustain herself 
in all that she underiakes, Her yoice in conversa- 
tion is sweetness itself; and last night, when she 
and Mr. Reed sang their duet, her singing Was 
greatly admired. The duet, by the way, called 
forth encore after encore. Mrs. Myers was decidedly 
forcible as An«stesia Pringle. Hers is one ofthe 
prominent characters of tbe play, and she sustains 
fitadmirably. Miss Carpenter and Miss Chesley 
have less to do, but they hold up their ends well. 

In short, the starisat his best, the company is 
geen to excellent advantage, and ‘‘Aincrican 
Assurance’ is a great success.

Jack would be 
known anywhere by his wonderful EnglisA mastiff 
who accompanies himin his travels. Out in) Chey- 
enne this dog saved his master’s life when he was 
attacked by footpads, and ever since then he has 
been his boon companion. When Reedand Jack 
are otf at the watering places in the summer, they 
naturally create quite asensation with their pets 
which are their constant companions,

SOME OF THE TERRIRLE HARDSHIPS 
THE EXILES UNDERGO. 


fhe Journey Through Leagues of Unbroken 
Foreste Surrounded by Savage Beasts 
and Men.

Escape from the cold, gloomy Siberian mines 
Is the ever-recurring dream of the poor con- 
vict. His head is no sooner laid on his hard 
wooden bench than golden dreams of freedom 
Disturb his slumbers. His waking moments 
are devoted to thoughts of how he can best 
make his escape from his cruel life of servi- 
tude. He anxiously awaits the first opporta- 
nity to gain his liberty; he rans frightful risks 
pn the slightest chance of success, 

The hardship and suffering endured by the 
Bscaping prisoner seem incredible. He en- 
counters difliculties at every step. The passage 
through the tangled undergrowth of a virgin 
forest, peopled with bears, wolves, and other 
fierce animals, 1s sufficient of itself to deter 
strong hearts from such an undertaking. The 
journey has often to be accomplished without 
shoes, and with little clothing of any descrip- 
tion. Without actual experience, it would be 
impossible to understand the amount of suffer- 
ing endured by the poor convict in his mad 
rush for freedom. 

Leon Ivanovitch Soumarakoff, in relating 
his experience to me, said: ‘I often attempted 
to escape, but each time was caught and 
brought back. [t was only after several unsuc- 
Cessful attempts that I succeeded in obtaining 
my freedom and finally reached the United 
States. But,” he continued, ‘‘we (there were 
several of us trying to make our escape at once) 
prepared to meet wolves, bears, the savage 
Galvaks even, who hunt and shoot down poor 
convicts for their miserable clothing, rather 
than endure the foul air in our dirty cells 
reeking with vermin. YInaddition to this we 
had to stand the brutal treatment of the prison 
olficials, and no hope of a brighter future. 
Chained like wild beasts, poorly fed and worse 
clad, we had to work fourteen hours in dark, 
damp, underground mines, with never a ray of 
the blessed sunlight to cheer life’s pathway. 
Such brutal treatment makes us desperate, 
and turns our theughts to bitterest feeling to- 
ward all mankind. We pause and wonder 
that such things can be tolerated in this en- 
lightened nineteenth century.”’ 

“At what time of the year and in what guise 
did you attempt to escape ?’”’ I asked him. 

“It was in thespring of 1882 that I was ex- 
iled to the province of Yenesevsk, in Stberia, 
there to undergo fifteen years’ hard labor for 
complicity in the conspiracy to kill the czar. 
My companions in misery were Comeroff, 
ivanoff, Popoff, Soukhanin and five others, all 
of whom had received sentences similar to 
mine and for the same offense. It was while 
we were in the Moscow forwarding prison 
that we made the acquaintance of an OF ex- 
perienced convict, who had made no less than 
fifteen diiferent attempts at escaping, but each 
time had been recaptured and sent back. And 
yet he declared himself ready and willing to 
make further attempts when the opportunity 
offered. 

‘This old prisoner gave us an interesting 
description of the various ways of escaping 
and of the hardships the poor fellows endured. 
When a convict plans escape his first object is 
to secure an ax or hatchet. With this he cuts 
branches of trees forthe midnight tire which 
protects him from the wild beasts which infest 
the forests. He hews down trunks of trees, on 
which he paddies across rivers and streams; 
and to so many uses can this implement be put 
that if the convict is forced to start without it 
manages to begone at the first village he 
‘ reaches. It is estimated that at least 25,000 to 
20,000 prisoners yearly make their escape to 
the forest. ‘These are called brodyags 
(tramps), aud form ito parties of from fifty to 
one hundred. Each party appoints a starosta, 
oreider,io whom the management of the 
party is entrusted. : 

_ “Many of the exiles escape when passing 
through a thickly wooded country in large 
parties. The gendarmes, in whose care thty 
are; of course, fire on them, but their aim is 
so poor that atleast seven outof every ten 
convicts who make the attempt succeed in 
getting away, for the time, atleast. The ex- 
tles who workin the mines are, of course, 
closely guarded, and seek escape by different 
means. ‘Lhe mostcommon method employed 
by them is to dig an underground tunuvel from 
their cefl to some point beyond the prison 
walks. But the work is attended with so much 

ger, and it is so difficult to find a means of 
disposing of the earth thus scooped up, that it 
seldom proves successful, and discovery means 
redoubied misery, with plenty of lashes from 
‘the knout laid on the bare white back. 

‘Once a member of the Free Command and 
escape is coinparatively easy. The Free Com- 
mand is composed of prisoners who have put 
injone-third of their sentence and are especially 
noted for their good conduct. Such are per- 
mitted to live outside of the prison precints, 
where they construct huts and shanties, and, 
while still under police surveillance, are al 
lowed considerable liberty. Their improved 
condition accords them the privilege of working 
without chains or fetters of any kind. They can 
also hold communication with each other, and 
it isno uncommon sight to see eight or 
ten of the Free Command congregated in one 
little hut on a winter’s evening. 

“The most effectual means of escape is 
through the instrumentality of the nihilist or 
revolutionary agents, who traverse Siberia 
armed with forged passports so cleverly ex- 
ecuted as to defy detection even by the most 
zealous of the czar’s officials, in various dis- 
guises, and with abundance of money. These 
are distributed among prominent political ex- 
jles, to enab!e them to leave the country. A 
revolver is also supplied. to be used in case of 
need. Thus disguised, as representatives of 
Various coinmercia) callings, they travel from 
village to viilage, either buying or selling, and 
fn nearly every instance escape detection by 
the authorities. Once clear of Siberian soil, 
the most prominent exiles find homes in 
Switzerland, France, England and the United 
States. 

“Itis generally in the springtime that the 
@xile’s thoughts turn to liberty and life; he 
longs for the freedom ofthe woods, and the 
- note of the cuckoo is a signal for him to make } 

his home in the vast forest which surrounds ) 
him. The cuckoo is held sacred by the Rus- | 
gian people, and many superstitions are con- 
nected with the bird One is that if an exile, 
when he hearsthe first noteof a feathered 
pongster, can produce from the depth of his 
pocket a silver coin, no matter how small the 
“denomination, he is sure to have money in his 
possession the remainder of the year. 

“The zxile, when he starts on these yearly 
ramt'es, well knows thathe will have terrible 
hiazdshipsto endure, but he thinks little of 
fuat compared with the sense of freedom ho 
enjoys. He maysometimes travel days ere he 
‘meets a party he can join. In the meantime he 
goust subsist on the roots and berries which he 

finds in the forest. The signal between the 
reconnoitering parties is an imitation of the 
cuccoo. With what joy the solitary soldier 
greets companionship. ‘Misery loves com- 
’’ At night the  brodyags' build 

in the depth of the forest 

amuse themselves by relating various 
jncidents of their lives, many of them extreme- 
ly thrilling. A party of brodyags never lose 
themselves in the forest, having infallibie 
pigns by which they guide their footsteps 
through the mazes of the wilderness. A brod- 
yag knows when he looks at a tree = in what 
direction he is going. If the branches be 
stunted and with little foliage he kuows that 
he igs facing the north. Likewise; if he finds 
the branches well grown and the foliage abun- 
dant, he knows the warmth of a 
southern sun has kissed them into 
life. Often for days the hrod- 
yag will have nothing better than black bread 
and salt to eat, and nothing but water to 
Ey his thirst; these are small matters to 

im.” 

Soumarakoff continued: “My first attempt 
to escape was made while traveling witha 

rty of exiles to Siberia. It was in the spring 

ime, and we had just passed the confines of 
the forest, when Biya first notes of the cuckoo 
were wafted on the air. The effect was magi- 
pal; about ten of the exiles, I amon 
the number, broke from the guard an 
made for the densest part of the wood, 
hoping to effectually conceal ourselves in the 
thick undergrowth. The soldiers opened a 
terific fucilade on us and two of the party were 
wounded, Souknanin and Galaboff; two more 
were capturcd but six of us managed to make 
our eacape. We ran, fetters and all, on and 
on for about two hours, without even Sopens 
or ee ong times we stumbied an 
ell, nwup and on again. 

“When at hast, Sonantabats exhausted, wo 
learned that our pursuers, tived out, had 


t=rned to their posts and we were free. Mérci- 
ful heavens! how the word thrilled through 
our hearts. No. more state prisons, no brutal 
gendarmes, no threatenings of the deadly 
Knout. Our first act wasto shatter and re 
move the hand cuffs and leg fotters which im- 
peded our movements. This was a work of 
considerable difficulty and aiso of pain, and 
consumed some time. Once free of our man- 
acles we danced for joy. Soon darkness en- 
veloped the forest and the beautiful moon shone 
forth in all her brilliancy. 

We built a big fire and mie red our first 
night of freedom with thankful hearts. The 
silence of the grave was everywhere, and our 
communings with nature were solemn indeed. 
We ate sparingly of the bread and salt we had. 
and laid our weary heads down in peaceful 
slumber. We arose early the next morning 
and turned our faces westward, hoping to 
meet some brodyags, but, although we gave the 
usual signal,-we failed to meet any one. When 
we found our provisions giving out we 
triend to reach a village where we were always 
coo A received and piovided with food 
and clothing. At the first village we reached 
we selected two of tho party to collect food ; 
also, if possible, to obtain some other things, 
such as cord, an ax, fish-hooks, ete. We cau- 
tioned them to avoid meeting the starvosta or 
tchinovniks of the village, and also to be as 
quick and silent in their movements as possi- 
ble. This mode of life continued through the 
summer months, and by the beginning of win- 
ter we had reached the Ural mountains. 

Here we encountered such insurmountable 
difficulties and suffered such severe hardships 
that we were forced to give ourselves up to the 
authorities as brodyags. There was no other 
alternative for us. As is customary in all such 
cases, we all professed the densest ignorance. 
We knew nothing, remembered nothing, and 
received the appellation usual in such cases of 
‘Ivan-Don’t-Remembers.’ Our sentence was 
five years’ hard labor at Irkutsk. Thus ended 
my first attempt to escape. Many thousands 
of brodyags are yearly forced tothe same ex- 
pedient through the severity of the winter 
season.”’ 

_Soumarakoff’s second attempt was’ from the 
Nerchinsk Mine, where he dug a tunnel under 
ins cell, carrying the dirt out in his pockets. 
[t took a long time to complete the work, but 
he finally succeeded and once more breathed 
the air of freedom, butonly fora period of 
two months,when he was recaptured and again 
sentenced to hard labor. But deciding to be- 
have himself, he was permitted to join the free 
command. While living with them a nihilist 
agent provided him with means for making 
his final escape, which he did disguised asa 
merchant. He accomplished tine journey in 
safety, and eventually landed on the hospita- 
ble shores of America. 

It is only the educated exiles who, when 
they attain their froedom, make their home in 
foreign lands. The lower classes, after serving 
their sentence, usually change their name. 
Many others seek safety and retirement in 
monasteries. One noticeable and rather re- 
markable feature about the brodyags is their 
honesty; they are never known to steal, no 
matter how hard pressed by hunger. Among 
the many noted politicians who have escaped 
from Siberia are Scouchkoff, a Decembrist; 
Pepoff, Dehagire-Mokriyevitch, editor of the 
Free Russia, published in Geneva; Bakounin, 
&@ prominent orator and socialist, together with 
Pietrovski, the Polish patriot, who published 
a book in which he relates his experiences. 

The incident is worth relating, as showing 
to what pitch superstition and credulity are 
carried among the lower classes of the Russian 
people. Pietrovski had traveled through 
Siberia asa merchant. Being a great mimic, 
he found no difficulty in personating the 
character he had chosen. He had secured 
passage on a steamer proceeding down the 
Volga. There was a lady on board who had 
taken a great interest in the supposed Russian 
merchant, and to whom he had related some- 
what of his history. They were sitting to- 
gether.on the steamer’s deck when Pietrovski, 
tired out, happened to fall asleep. During 
his slumbers he dreamed of his native Poland, 
and addressed an imrginary personage in the 
language of his country. 

Two Mujiks standing by had theirsuspicions 
aroused by the circumstance. It seeméd sin- 
gular to them that n Russian merchant should 
be so fond of another language as to use it in 
his sleep. They consulted together and de- 
cided to report the matter to the proper author- 
ities, believing there was some mystery sur- 
rounding the supposed merchant. The lady, 
quick to grasp her friend’s danger, turaed to 
the Mujiks with a face indicative of great‘sur- 
prise, saying: ‘‘Fools, don’t you know that a 
man when asleep can speak any language he 
chooses ?”’ 

Switzerland and France perhaps harbor the 
greatest number of exiles. Dragomanoff has 
made Switzerland his headquarters. Viera 
Sassoulitch has also found a homethere. W. 
Debagiry—-Mokriyevitch is there in the interest 
of several important publications. In Paris a 
society has been formed for receiving funds for 
the liberation of exiles and other purposes in 
connection with the cause. This society about 
Christmas intends issuing George Kennan’s 
article in the Russian language. London also 
has her quota of political exiles, among whom 
are Prince Krapotkine and the noted Russian 
writer Stepnaik. In San Francisco over three 
hundred exiles live prosperously and happily. 
Thus in foreign lands are the oppressed of 
Russia forced to find homes where peace and 
happiness may reign.

Captain W. J. Haylow, superintehdent of 
the Savannah and Western division of the 
Georgia Central, of which the Mobile and 
Girard fofms a part, is the youngest railroad 
a téndent in the United States. He is 
only twenty-four years old, but has been rail- 
roading since he was thirteen. Hie has taken 
hold like he meant business. Captain Hay- 
low's reputation as a railroader is first-class, 
and we expect to see a great change for the 
better in the workings of the Savapnal and 
Western division. 

The Anniston Times says of the Rome and 
Decatur sale: : 

It is beheved that Messrs. Newcombe & Co. 
purchased the Rome and Decatur for the 
Louisville and Nashville company, and that 
the line will be completed from Decatur to 
Attalla at once. 

Then the purchase of the Anniston and 
Cincinnati and Anniston and Atlantic roads 
would be a desirable acquisition. 

If Anniston’s two pet roads are sold, it is 
the general wish that they fall into the hands 
of the Louisville and Nashville. 

One of the most famous engines in this 
country—perhaps the most famous—is now in the 
Western and Atlantic round house, in Atlanta. 

So far as outward appearances go, there is 
little about the engine to attract attention. It is 
an ordinary eight-wheeled, ‘fifteen by twenty-two 
coal-burner,’’ in the yardmaster’s language, with 
an out-of-date build and size that is apparent even 
to an ordinary observer. 

That's the ‘‘General!,’’ the one that was run off by 
the teceral spies and recaptured, with her runaway 
crew, by Captain W. A. Fuller, after one of the 
most thriiling races in railroad story. The engine 
is rarely used now, but money couldn t buy it. 

‘That engine,’’ remarked Master Mechanic Collier 
yesterday, “is the unluckiest engine that ever run 
in Georgia. Railroad people, you know, are 
Strongly supersiitious. Their engines bear estab- 
lished reputations—and the old General is known 
everywhere, It was bullt about 1857, being origt- 
nally a Rogers wood-burner. It has been turned 
over not less than half a dozen times, and has killed 
at odd times not less than balfa dozen men. That's 
the one that killed Engineer West at Kingston four- 
teen or fifteen years ago. Besides these—and not 
counting the yankees that were hung—the General 
was in a terrible collision near Graysville, 
during the war, in which a great many con- 
federate soldiers were killed. Th» soldiers wanted 
to hang the engincer, and would have done so but 
the engineer escaped into the woods. Then when 
Sherman captured Atlanta the yaukees set the old 
general on fire at the old rolling mills, just where 
Elsas & May’s factory isnow. But I could tell you 
all day about it—the history would fill a book. 

“The engine is now No. 3 I passed wood on it 
when it waa first put on the track, and ran it for 
some seven or eight years after the war as a passen- 
ger engine between Atlanta and Chattanooga. 
Then it wasrun as a freight engine, but for some 
time past has been seldom used. It’s too small for 
the freight business now. The engine is rented out 
occasionally fora short while to little roads, or used 
asaswitch in case of emergency, but it won't see 
much more service. 

“It has been to two reunions, and attracted 
great attention. At the first one the old engine was 
nearly dismantled by the relic bunters. At the last 
one, in Chattanooga, she was protected by a donble 
guard nightandday, Every day or so now people 
stop off going to Florida, and take a look at the Gen- 
eral. 

“When the property goes back tothe state at 
the end of the lease I wantto buy the engine. It’s 
an unlucky engine, but weare proud ofit. I’ve 
been with it, offand on, fora long while now, and 
I would like mighty well to own it. 

‘Since the engine was captured by the yankees, 
a new boiler and new cab have been putin. But 
the frame, guides, cylinders, driving wheels, smoke 
box, bell, sand box, pumps, truck frame, valve 
motion—everything but the cab, boiler and hand 
rail—are just the same.’’; 

Even that peculiar country, China, is coming 
to the front, The trouble in the vast has been that 
two or three bogus corporations have swindled the 
Celestial empire out of royal amounts, and the peo- 

le as well as their rulers were hostile tothe build- 
ng of railroads. }The emperor actually issued an 
sntee forbiding such enterprises. He has changed 
his mind now, and the empire is to build a wonder- 
ful trunk line from Pekin to Hankow—thke latter a 
treaty port and open to foreign trade; not only that, 
but the exports last year were over $50,000,000, 

The prospect is rather—vague, to be sure—daz- 
zling! The idea is to use, so faras possible, native 
taient, native theories, and native material. 
Imagine such arailroad. Butthe building of the 
road is of almost incalcuable importance. It was 
the beginning that was so bard to make, and this is 
the beginning of a commercial and political trans- 
formation in this mysterous country.

this peculiar maladyin their midst. 

But inquiry has preven such to be not the 
case, as thre sickness from which the supposed 
victims of influenza was suffering, is stated by 
his physician, to be an ordinary ailment. 

The patient is a medical student, and boards 
at the Mus. Knot’s boarding house, on Mark- 

ham street. Hehas beén confined to bed for 
a week or more, and during this time has been 
attended by Dr. McRae. Other boarders in 
the house had their opinion as to the nature of 
the disease of the young student, and for the 
past two days it has been considerably talked 
of in the neighborhood. 

Dr. McRae was seen yesterday at his office 
on Whitehall street, and asked about the case 
of the medical student. The doctor smiled 
when influenza was mentioned, and appeared 
tobe amused that sucha report concerning 
his patient should have gained circulation. 
He said his illness was of an entirely dissimi- 
lar character, neither serious nor contageous. 

“But,” continued Dr. McRae, “I do not 
consider it at all improbable that this country, 
and Atlanta, will receive a visit from the epi- 
demic in due time, as you know it.has already 
appeared in several of the northern cities, and 
in my opinion it is only a question of a short 
while when it will spread over the whole con- 
tinent. You see influenza isan atmospheric 
condition, and is confined to no particular cli- 
mate or section. It isas likely to appear at 
one place as another, though its usual course 
has previously originated in Russia, working 
its way by degrees through Europe and finally 
striking this country last.’ 

Ts it fatal?” 

“Yes, and no. An epidemic of influenza 
kills more people than an epidemic of yellow 
fever or small pox, but yet it cannot be said 
that it is as mortal as either of these. The 
great number of deaths resulting from infiu- 
enza, is due to the fact that itis more general 
and affects a much larger number of people. 
When itis epidemic nearly everybody has it 
ina mild form. Iu those cases where it is 
fatal, the person affected is nearly always in a 
run down or diseased condition.” 

‘‘How does the malady uffect one?” 

‘It is really little different from an exag- 
gerated cold, affecting the nasal structure and 
mucous membrane. Then, it has, when of a 
pronounced character, a very prostrating of- 
fect, completely destroying the patient for a 
short time, atfleast.” 

‘‘And you anticipate that it will make its 
appearance in Atlanta?’’ 

“IT see no reason why it should not. It is 
scarcely time yet, but I should not be surprised 
to see the disease here at almost any time.”’

Eprrors Constitution: I have a great 
dislike to have my name before the public. ButI 
am so much interested in the proposed reform, that 
I must say a word or two. 

I had the honor of being chairman of the board of 
county commissioners, in 1882. I was deeply 
interested in the subject of paupers and juvenile 
offenders, as wellas vagrants. I investigated the 
subject, and have yet in my possession reports, etc, 
from other states upon this question. But my 
election to the state senate made it necessary forme 
to resign as county commissioner,and I have not fel 
called upon since to say anything about it. 

My plan then was, and atill is, to have the county 
to sell its 320 acres of land, eight miles from the 
city, and buy about 100 acres about three miles from 
town, and upon one side of the 100 acres build two 
large houses, one for the white and the other for 
the colored paupers. Have the cooking done fo 
them and let them all eat at one table—that is, all 
the whites at one table, in their house, and all the 
colored at one table, at their house. Then use all 
the fertilizing material of the city (street cleaning, 
etc.) to make the 100 acres rich. Then, on the other 
side of the 100 acres, build the house of refuge, and 
send all the juvenile criminals and vagrants there 
and make them work. As the iand would 
be rich, they could raise almost enough 
“truck” to feed themselves and the patipers besides, 
Then have the laws so amended that all the “‘juven- 
iles’’ could be bound out to learn a trade or learn to 
farm when their terms expired, 

To this could be added such rules and regulations 
asto teaching and training them as might be 
thought best. Asat present arranged, the ‘‘alms- 
nouse” land is too far off to haul manure from At« 
lanta, and the land. is almost worthless to the 
county. Besides, if it were nearer, the charitable 
could find a place for all their benevolence. 

I do believe some such plan as. mine is the way to 
start the project, and that it would grow. I donot 
take much to making ina state institution, I fear 
it would gather more of this class of people here 
than we want, 

Of course I cannot go into details, but if called on 
will take great pleasure in giving my views more in

AN OKEEFENOKEE BALL, 


SOCIETY SCENE IN A LAND WHERE 
STEAM WHISTLES NEVER BLEW.

A Description of the Country and the People 
With Whom Ignorance Is Bliss—A News 
paper Man's Debut at a Backwoods Ball. 


By Evangelist W. D. Howren,. 

for asymmetrical combination of purity and 
culture southern society has no superior on the 
globe. Tho territory of the southern states is 
mostly populated with the burning blood of the 
chevaliers—a blood that is thicker than water 
because it is tinctured with drops from the 
chalice of Mars. The typical southerner isa 
fescendant of the men who fought 
the triple decaded war of tho © roses, 
and with him it is a short choice be- 
tween death and subjugation. The chivalric 
blood which lit up centuries and pages of 
English history with the beam of its exploits 
has been improved by the transplantation to a 
newer and more western world. The cheva 
liers and their descendants drifted to the 
south like water seeks its level; and from the 
colonial days to the confederacy, and ever 
since the typical southerner has represented 
the superlative degree in the comparison of 
the Anglo Saxon race. 

AND THE SOUTHERN WOMEN. 

They are the essence of the superlative, em- 
bodying the balance and beauty of character 
which makes the Anglo-Saxon race a_ verita- 
‘ble “Tenth Legion of Cwsar’”’ among the mul- 
tiplied species of men, They are the last cli- 
‘max of chastity and the culmination of devo- 
tion ; and if the sun was a golden inkstand and 
the blue sky about it was a sheet of paper, it 
would not be au irreverant dream to want to 
see some Cycliopean hand dip a pen in the one 
and write on the other, "All 
honor tothe women of the south!” And 
while for a!l time tocome the squaw of the red 
man may continue to be his pack-horse, and 
the widow of the Hindoo may continue to per- 
ish and char on the funeral pyre of her dead 
heathen lord—as an ofiset to these the southern 
woman will remain a loyal inspiration to the 
other sex, and a ceaseless object of rythmic 
praise until the south’s last poet is dead and 
his harp hangs tuneless on the willows of time.

rse the good name of the southern people. 

bey only illustrate our society (?) as itexists 
untainted by progress and 
UNTOUCHED BY THE WIZZARD WAND OF 
CULTURE. 

Such episodes as the one Lam going to tell 
about transpire every day in the dark corners 
of the sparsely settled south and west, where 
teucher and preacher never trod, where the 
law has neverreared its temples, where the 
uncouth plow line is often woven into a gar- 
land at midnight for the neck of the unright 
eous stranger, and where the song of the six 
shooter is heard in the land. 

The story I shalltellis a chatn of welded 
facts, and if [ ‘tell on myself’’ as well as tho 
other characters in the play it will be neces- 
sary and incidental tothe narrative to do so. 
Besides, this is ny funeral anyhow. 

Five years azo l was seut by a daily news- 
paper, with which I wasthen connected, into 
an isolated neighborhood bordering on the 
great Okeefenokee swamp to find out some- 
thing which had never been published, and 
which was supposed to bs known to only two 
or threo people residing there. It involved a 
sensation of unusual caliber. It was a mur- 
der mysterious and unaccounted for, both in 
regard to the perpetrator and the motive; mur- 
der from around about which two of Pinker- 
toh’s tallest detectives had 

‘‘Foided their tents, like the Arabs, 
And silently stolen away.”’ 

THE OKEEFENOKEK SWAMP, 
commonly called the “Okerfeenoke,”’ is one of 
nature’ anomalies. Since the days of the In- 
dian wars in south Georgia and Florida little 
has been heard of it, because railway and tele- 
graph lines and missionaries and civilization 
shun it as they would a death exhaling upas. 
But there are people there—people who chew 
tobacco, and spit red, and say ‘“‘thar,’’ 
and “cuss” and cut each other's throats 
at brief intervals. The Okeefenokce 
swamp is an anomaly because it has never 
been penetrated by civilized men, and never. 


crossed by wen of-apy kind. Beginning in 
au anseiparh pew’ 4nu of south Georgia, the 
bwamefexten: Gor over a hundred miles, 
More than ha!r@fit being in Florida. It is 
from ten to fifty miles wide. It is an ocean 
of cypress, morass and tropical undergrowth. 
The morass is at once a mud anda quick- 
sand, and toventure too farin it is to perish. 
Over this miasmatic void, ever-collecting 
tropical clouds hover like ill-omeued birds 
from day to day, and lazily turning their violet 
flanks they burst in drenching showers upon 
the already flooded swamp. The Okefeenokee 
itself is a territorial menagerie, more full of 
hoofed aud horned creeping things than the 
iowered sheet which the dreaming Peter saw. 
On its outer edges deer walk, coons crawl and 
catamounts and panthers climb, while inside, 
over its oozy, inky bosom, huge ten-foot sau- 
rians, with iron, gaping jaws? and serpepts of 
every size and shade luxuriate in the green 
and bottomless slime and feed upon intruders 
and upon each other. For many miles in width 
bordering on this swamp there is one of 
the finest cattle ranges in the world. It isin 
* this range that the rough denizens known as 
the “Okerfenokee people” live. They live on 
honey and hunt bears, and don’t have any 
tops to their houses tospeak of. The increase 
of their herds they drive tothe nearest ship- 
ping pvint once a year and se!l. These people 
are rougher than they are poor. Still, they 
have their redeeming qualities and thoir ideas 
of hospitality, but you have to draw them out 
like a tramp printer draws the proceeds of his 
salary—with a cork screw. 
_-} was on the second day of November that 
I landed at the nearest railway station to the 
locality I wanted to visit. I hired a team and 
drove sixty-five miles—a two days’ jour- 
ney—to Mylerville on the Okeefenokee. My- 
lerville was my destination. I paid the driver 


the morning after we got there, and he drove | 


away and left me. I never felt so 
CIVILIZED AND LONESOME 
in my life. Mylerville wasnotatown. It was 
a ‘settlement,’’ and extended for many miles, 
the houses being grouped together with inter- 
wals of from one to four miles between eack 
house. I engaged board for three weeks with 
- Jack Myler, the patriarch of the “‘settlement.’’ 
The old man dressed in osnaburgs and looked 
like a bear. He had a wife and daughter and 
six grown sons. His wife was a dilapidated 
looking creature, with bulging eyes and a 
fang to hey voice. The onecvent iu her life, 
which she spoke of constantly, was a thirty 
mile ride on a steamboat, which she had taken 
tho yeat she was married. But her husband 
gonerally threw adamper over the boasting 
ghe made about hertravels by reminding her 
that whien she boarded the steamer rg had 
to blindfold ber and back her on board like a 
refractory mule.

Myler himself related the circumstance to me.

At 
least one hundred guests were present, and 
eutside of my own party of seven every man 
had come on horseback bringing a jug tied to 
the horn of his saddle and a girl on behind 
him. I was anxious that no one should know 
l was uninvited. But as soon as old man Mii- 
ler. the father of the bride, was introduced to 
me he carried me into the house in front of 
the guests, and calling thom to order, ex- 
claimed:

I sincerely wished that ‘Victoreo's” father 
had never been born. Soon afterward the 
magistrate performed the ceremony. The 
groom was arrayed in a buckskin jacket and a 
pair of jeans pants. The bride wore a spotted 
calico dress. She was barefooted, and hada 
blue ribbon bow tied onto each big toe. They 
made a striking appearance, Afterthe supper 
and ceremony, the dancing began. At that 
time 1 weighed about a hundred pounds. My 
partner was a girl of eighteen, who 
wore number nine shoes, and weighed at 
least a hundred and seventy pounds. 
The dance grew fast and furious, 
and every time I went to turn my partner she 
would grab me by the hands and swing me 
around so whirlingly that the toes of my shoes 
wonld just touch the floor like the feet of a 
dancing-jack tied toa string.

In the 
excitement of the moment I dived my hand 
into my overcoat pocket and drew what l 
thought was mv pistol and flourished it aloft 
in the dim flickering light.
